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STATEMENT 


EXPLANATORY  OP. 


NAYY   ESTIMATES,    1900-1901. 


The  Navy  Estimates  for  1900-1901  amount  to  a  net  total  of  27,522,600?.,  being 
an  increase  of  928,100?.  beyond  the  amount  of  26,594,500?.  voted  for  the  year 
1899-1900. 

Of  this  sum  of  928,100/.  the  various  Votes  connected  with  the  personnel 
account  for  447,600?.  The  greater  part  of  this  amount  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
numbers  voted.  Among  other  causes  which  have  contributed  to  produce  this  increase 
are  the  grant  of  higher  pay  to  the  Marines  -  sanctioned  last  year,  and  various 
improvements  in  pay  and  allowances  to  the  Medical  Service. 

The  miscellaneous  Votes  show  an  increase  of  27,900?. 

The  Works  Vote  shows  an  increase  of  50,700?. 

The  Vote  for  Ordnance  is  increased  by  293,900?.,  which,  however,  includes  a  sum 
of  117,000?.  for  ammunition  transferred  to  the  Army  in  this  financial  year,  and  which, 
though  paid  for,  could  not  be  replaced  until  next  year. 

Vote  8  shows  a  net  increase  of  108,000?.  The  three  subheads  of  which  it  is 
composed  show  the  following  comparison  : —

A  considerable  amount  of  unforeseen  and  exceptional  expenditure,  for  which 
otherwise  a  Supplementary  Estimate  would  have  been  necessary,  has,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Treasury,  been  defrayed  out  of  the  unspent  balance  on  the  vote  for  contract 
work.  Among  the  principal  items  are  upwards  of  350,000?.  excess  expenditure  on 
coal,  due  partly  to  increased  cost,  partly  to  operations  in  connexion  with  South  Africa, 
partly  to  strengthening  of  stocks ;  about  300,000?.  on  the  victualling  vote ;  50,000?. 
for  extra  dockyard  labour ;  nearly  300,000?.  for  increased  prices  and  increased 
purchases  of  Naval  Stores  other  than  coals.  Smaller  additional  sum3  have  also  been 
spent  on  sea  conveyance,  telegraphic  communications,  and  miscellaneous  items.  The 
state  of  war  with  the  South  African  Republics,  and  its  attendant  circumstances, 
naturally  caused  a  considerable  expenditure  beyond  that  provided  for  in  the  original 
Estimate.  The  total  additional  expenditure  thus  incurred,  or  still  to  be  incurred 
during  the  financial  year,  amounts  to  a  little  more  than  1,000,000?. 

NUMBERS. 

The  total  number  of  OflBcers,  Seamen  and  Boys,  Coastguard,  and  Royal  Marines 
voted  for  the  year  1900-1901  is  114,880,  being  an  increase  of  4,240  as  compared  with 
the  number  voted  in  the  year  1899-1900. 

The  total  number  borne  on  the  1st  February  1900  was  110,273,  leaving  367  to  be 
added  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  financial  year.     The  number  similarly  borne  on 
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1st  February  1899  was  105,283.  Raoruiting  generally  has  been  good,  and  it  is  expected 
that  tbe  total  nnmbar  voted  will  be  probably  reached  by  the  1st  April  next,  though 
there  may  still  be  a  falling  off  in  soJie  of  the  artificer  ratings. 

The  additions  proposed  are  composed  as  follows : —

Consequent  on  the  gradual  increase  in  the  lists  of  Captains  and  Commanders, 
sanctioned  by  Order  in  Council  of  November  1 898,  the  number  of  Officers  eligible  for 
higher  rates  of  full  and  half  pay  has  been  proportionately  increased. 

The  promotion,  status,  and  pay  of  Engineer  Officers  have  been  recently  considered 
by  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  with  the  result  that  the  following  changes  have  been 
approved : — 

The  list  of  Chief  Inspectors  of  Machinery  has  been  increased  from  5  to  8,  and 

that  of  Inspectors  of  Machinery  from  8  to  13. 
The  Engineer-in-Chief  has  been  given  the  relative  rank  of  a  Rear- Admiral. 
The  rank  of  Staff  Engineer  has  been  abolished. 
Chief  Engineers  will  rank  mtk  Lieutenants  of  and  above  8  years*  seniority,  while 

Engineers   on   promotion   will  rank  ^v^th  Lieutenants   of  less    than   8    years' 

seniority,  instead  of  as  now,  with  but  after  Lieutenants. 
In  other  respects  the  relative  rank  of  Engineer  officeis  remains  unchanged. 
Engineers  will  be  given  a  new  scale  of  pay,  viz. : —

and  the  allowance  of  Is.  a  day  at  present  paid  to  Senior  Engineers  for  all  ships 

will  be  replaced  by  a  fcale  varying,  according  to  responsibility,  from  Is.  to 

2s,  6d.  a  day. 

In  order  to  further  encourage  signalling  in  the  Navy,  an  allowance  of  8d.  a  day  for 
instructional  duties  will  be  granted  to  40  Chief  or  other  Yeomen  of  Signals  in  Battleships, 
first  class  Cruisers  and  Depot  Ships,  and  the  **  higher  stanc'ard  "  allowance  of  3d.  a 
day  will  be  granted  to  an  increased  number  of  petty  officers  and  men  of  the  signal 
class  above  ihe  rating  of  signalmen. 

The  numbers  of  Inspectors-General  and  Deputy  Inspectors-General  of  Hospitals 
and  Fleets  have  been  increased,  and  the  conditions  required  for  promotion  to  these  ranks 
have  been  modified. 

The  period  of  the  course  of  instruction  at  Haslar  Hospitjil  for  Surgeons  on  entry 
has  been  extended,  and  the  award  of  prizes  at  the  end  of  each  session  introduced. 

The  number  of  Medical  officers  allowed  to  undergo  periods  of  study  at  Medical 
Schools  has  been  considerably  increased,  and  the  privilege  extended  to  the  senior  ranks. 

An  additional  Professor  has  been  appointed  on  the  instructing  staff  at  Haslar  in 
connexion  with  the  study  of  diseases  of  foreign  stations. 

Medical  Officers  newly  entered  will  in  future  be  only  required  to  provide  themselves 
with  a  pocket  case  of  instruments,  as  all  Ships  bearing  Medical  Officers,  and  Naval 
and  Marine  Barracks  "will  be  supplied  with  surgical  instruments  at  the  public  cost 
within  the  next  thi-ee  years. 
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To  meet  the  difl&culty  of  recruiting  suitable  men  for  the.  rating  of  Sick.Berth 
Attendant,  the  pay  and  prospects  of  this  class  have  been  improved,  and  the  rank  of 
Warrant  OflScer  granted  to  the  position  of  Ward  Master  at  the  three  principal 
hospitals.     An  extended  course  of  training  will  be  introduced  for  Probationers. 

The  Boys'  Training  Ship  Ganges  which  had  been  stationed  at  Falmouth,  has  been 
removed  to  Harwich,  which  it  is  hoped  will  encourage  the  recruiting  of  boys  on  the 
East  Coast. 

Consequent  on  the  recommendations  of  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board, 
the  pay  and  position  of  Domestics  have  been  considerably  improved  with  the  object 
of  attracting  a  more  desirable  class  of  men,  and  of  relieving  ofncers  of  many  expenses 
and  difficulties  inherent  in  the  former  system. 

The  Eoyal  Marines. 

2,585  Recruits  were  raised  for  the  Corps  during  the  year,  of  whom  676  joined  the 
Artillery  branch.  The  average  height  of  these  men  on  entry  ranged  from  5  feet 
7^  inches  to  5  feet  8  inches  for  the  Royal  Marine  Artillery,  from  5  feet  5|  inches  to 
5  feet  6  inches  for  the  Royal  Marine  Light  Infantry. 

The  wastage  of  the  Corps  for  the  12  months  amounted  to  2,078  men. 

An  additional  Annual  Gratuitous  Issue  of  a  pair  of  Canvas  Shoes  has  been 
approved  for  all  Non-Commii^sion^d  Officers  and  Men  serving  on  shore  for  the  purpose 
of  relieving  the  feet  after  marching,  &c.  This  issue  will  commence  on  the  1st  April 
next. 

The  Barrack  Room  accommodation  at  Walmer  is  still  insufficient  for  the 
quartering  of  the  whole  of  the  Recruits  at  the  Dep6t,  and  the  temporary  removal  of 
the  Royal  Marine  Artillery  Recruits  to  Eastney  therefore  still  continues.  Additional 
accommodation,  which  is  also  required  at  the  latter  Establishment,  is  being  provided 
by  the  conversion  of  the  Married  Quarters  into  Barrack-rooms.  This  work  will  be 
completed  shortly. 

The  building  of  the  new  Hospital  at  Walmer  is  nearing  completion.  Steps  will 
then  be  taken  to  provide  additional  accommodation  by  the  conversion  of  the  old 
Hospital  into  single  men's  quarters.  . 

A  Gymnasium  has  been  built  at  Eastney  and  taken  ovSr  for  use. 

The  Eastney  Rifle  Range  has  been  completed  up  to  500  yards,  and  good  progress 
is  being  made  with  the  remaining  portion. 

The  negotiations  for  procuring  a  Rifle  Range  at  Plymouth  for  the  use  of  the 
Royal  Marines  have  not  yet  been  concluded.  Consequently  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  the  practice  was  carried  out  at  Browndown.  The  Army  Ranges  at  Tregantle, 
however,  are  now  temporarily  available. 

The  Armament  of  the  Gun  Drill  Batteries  at  the  several  Divisions  has  been 
improved  by  the  addition  of  several  Quick  Firing  Guns;  several  of  the  ordinary 
B.L.  Guns  have  also  been  replaced  by  Quick  Firing  Guns. 

At  the  Chatham  Division  a  new  Drill  Battery  for  light  Quick  Firing  and  Machine 
Quns  is  building,  and  will  be  finished  shortly, 

A  Battalion  of  Marines  took  part  in  the  Army  Drills  and  Manoeuvres  on  Salisbury 
Plain  during  the  month  of  July.  The  men  were  attached  to  the  3rd  Brigade 
consisting  of  Guards  and  Lincolnshire  Regiments. 

The  Detachment  of  Royal  Marine  Artillery  lent  to  the  Dominion  Government  for 
Submarine  and  Defence  work  at  Vancouver  Island  were  finally  withdrawn  in  September 
last  after  six  years  useful  work  at  that  Station. 
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Eight  Field  and  six  Company  Officers  have  been  lent  to  the  Army  for  special 
service  during  the  war  in  South  Africa. 

Naval  Besebves. 

The  total  number  of  Executive  Officers  now  on  the  Active  List,  who  have 
served  for  12  months  or  more  in  the  Navy,  or  who  are  now  undergoing.  12  months' 
training,  is  267,  an  increase  of  24  since  last  year. 

Vacancies  for  Executive  Officers  are  filled  up  as  soon  as  they  occur.  There  are 
now  302  qualified  candidate  on  the  list  of  applicants  for  appointment  to  the  Reserve, 
but  only  about  50  vacancies  can  be  filled  in  the  course  of  a  year,  20  of  which  are 
given  to  cadets  nominated  from  the  mercantile  training  ships,  Worcester  and  Conway, 

The  establishment  of  Engineer  Officers,  R.N.R.,  is  fixed  at  400.  The  present 
number  borne  is  380,  being  an  increase  of  29  over  last  year,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
all  vacancies  will  be  filled  within  the  nexc  six  months  at  the  present  rate  of 
volunteering. 

The  Instructional  Classes  for  Engineers  in  the  Home'  Dockyard  ReserveB, 
commenced  in  1898,  have  been  continued.  Three  courses  of  six  Officers  are  held  each 
year,  and  the  number  of  applicants  is  far  in  excess  of  the  number  authorised.  The 
Officers  who  have  been  through  the  course  have  been  well  reported  on  for  conduct  and 
attention,  and  have  appreciated  the  instruction  and  experience  afforded. 

During  the  year  1899,  1,292  seamen  and  544  firemen  were  enrolled,  as  compared 
with  2,536  and  621  respectively  in  1898.

The  numbers  voted  for  1899  included  an  increase  of  1,(XX)  beyond  the  numbers 
voted  for  1898,  and  the  above  figures  show  that  they  have  not  been  obtained. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December  1899,  980  men  were  embarked  for  six 
months'  naval  training.     In  1898  the  number  was  1,711. 

The  decrease  in  the  numbers  entered  and  also  in  those  embarked  for  naval  training 
occurred  chiefly  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  financial  year,  when  the  fishing  industry 
was  unusually  active.  It  is  also  etated  that  latterly  unusually  good  wages  have 
prevailed  owing  to  the  large  number  of  transports  employed,  and  that  there  have  been 
many  vacancies  at  the  docks,  owing  to  reservists  being  called  up  for  service  with  the 
colours. 

The  result  of  the  six  months'  training  in  a  man-of-war  on  the  men  is  remarkably 
good,  and  it  is  quite  easy  to  distinguish  among  the  men  on  drill  at  a  Royal  Naval 
Reserve  Battery  those  who  have  been  through  the  six  months'  training.  The  number 
now  serving  afloat  is  448. 

500  Reserve  men,  including  53  Firemen,  served  in  ships  during  the  Manoeuvres, 
and  were  well  reported  on. 
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All  Royal  Uavftl.  Reserve  Drill  Ships  and  Batfeeries  kave  ilow  received  3-pr.  Q.F. 
gime,  and  TV:ill  all  have  received  6-iii.  Q.F.O.  gnns  by  the  end  of  the  present  financial 
year.  Ten  Ma^im  guns  have  also  been  supplied.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  supply  all 
Royal  Naval  Reserve  Drill  Ships  and  Batteries  with  Maxim  guns^  and  with  6-in.  Q.PiOi 
gUDS  to  replace  the  remaining  obsolete  M.L.R.  guns.  A  commencement  will  be  made 
during  the  forthcoming  financial  year. 

The  Q-unboat  Oleaner  having  proved  a  success  in  training  the  Royal  Naval 
Reserve  officers  and  men  of  the  President  by  taking  theni  to  the  Nore  for  target 
practice  with  niodem  4'7-in.  and  S'-pr.  guns,  the  Gunboat  Antelope  has  been  stationed 
at  Portishead  to  train  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve  officers  and  men  of  the  Dcedalus  in 
the  same  manner. 

Considerable  correspondence  has  taken  place  with  regard  to  a  larger  and  more 
thorough  development  of  a  system  of  Naval  Reserves  in  the  Australian  Colonies,  but 
it  has  been  considered  most  expedient  to  await  the  establishment  of  one  central 
authority  under  the  scheme  of  Federation,  so  as  to  organise  a  central  system  of 
Colonial  Naval  Reserve  if  an  agreement  can  be  arrived  at. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress  as  to  the  formation  of  a  Naval  Reserve  in 
Canada.  It  is  sought  to  overcome  the  difficulty  created  by  the  requirement  of  a  six 
months  training  at  sea  in  a  man  of- war,  which  is  one  of  the  conditions  of  service  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

Other  plans  for  strengthening  and  developing  our  system  of  Reserves  are  under 
consideration. 

MOBILISATION. 

The  number  of  vessels  and  Torpedo  Boats  taking  part  in  the  manoeuvres  in  1899 
was  117,  manned  by  28,839  officers  and  men. 

The  total  number  of  Coastguard  men  embarked  was  1,433,  and  of  Royal  Naval 
Reserve,  officers  and  men,  571. 

Detachments  consisting  approximately  of  98  officers  and  1,192  seamen  and  marines 
have  been  landed  from  the  ships  at  the  Cape  for  temporary  service  with  the  land 
forces  in  South  Africa. 

The  number  of  ships  in  Commission  for  home  and  foreign  service  on  1st  January 
1899  was  339 ;  on  1st  January  1900  the  number  was  348. 

The  effective  strength  of  the  number  of  ships  in  Commission  for  active  service 
has  been  increased  by  the  transfer  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  ships  formerly 
belonging  to  th^  Training  Squadron  to  four  modern  Cruisers,  viz.,  the  8t.  Qeorge^ 
JiinOy  Minervay  and  Cambrian.  These  ships  are  still  kept  together  as  a  separate 
Squadron  under  a  Commodore. 

During  the  past  year  several  ships  of  a  new  type  have  been  commissioned.  The 
Canopus  has  relieved  the  Anson  on  the  Mediterranean  Station,  and  the  Ocean  is  about 
to  relieve  the  Hood.  The  Hermes  has  joined  the  North  America  Squadron,  and  her 
sister  ship,  the  Highflyer  is  now  in  Commission,  and  will  proceed  later  to  the  East 
Indies  as  flagship. 

As  regards  other  reliefs  the  Renown  has  been  replaced  on  the  North  America 
Station  by  a  first-class  cruiser,  and  is  now  the  flagship  of  the  Commander- jn-Chief  on 
the  Mediterranean  Station.  The  TemftZ^,  which  was  destined  for  the  China  Station, 
and  the  Powerful,  which  was  on  her  way  home,  have  been  temporarily  detained  at  the 
Cape.  The  squadron  in  South  African  waters  has  been  further  reinforced  by  fi:Ve 
cruisers  detached  from  the  Channel,  Mediterranean,  and  East  Indies  Squadrons. 

The  four  river  Gunboats  sent  out  to  the  China  Station  in  sections  in  the  autumn 
of  1898  were  all  commissioned  during  1899,  three  for  the  Yangtze  River,  and  one  for 
the  West  River.  Another  of  these  Grunboats  is  now  on  passage  out,  and,  on  arrival, 
will  be  put  together  for  service  in  tbe  West  River. 

Two  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers  have  been  attached  to  each  of  the  Gunnery  Schools 
and  one  to  each  Torpedo  School  for  training  purposes.  It  is  intended  later  to  attach 
a  seagoing  Cruiser  to  each  Gunnery  School,  in  place  of  one  of  these  Destroyers,  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  firing  to  be  carried  out  under  modern  conditions. 
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Steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  kits  for  a  further  number  of  10,000  men  of  the 
Royal  Naval  Reserve  and  Pensioners  when  called  out  for  active  service,  making  a  total 
of  20,000  kits  that  Tvill  be  ready  for  immediate  issue  from  the  Yictnalling  Yards 
should  the  occasion  for  their  use  arise. 

Coaling  of  the  Fleet. 

Arrangements  connected  with  the  coaling  of  the  Fleet  have  been  under  the  special 
consideration  of  the  Board.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  increase  the  roserve  stocks  at 
certain  of  our  Coaling  Stations,  and  experiments  are  in  progress  with  the  object 
of  selecting  a  Patent  Fuel  suitable  as  a  special  reserve  on  the  more  distant  stations. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  institution  of  a  system  of  supply  of  coal 
to  certain  Fleets  and  Dockyards  by  colliers  directly  under  Admiralty  control,  a 
successful  experiment  in  this  direction  having  been  made  in  the  course  of  the  year. 
Efforts  are  being  made  to  widen  the  area  of  supply  as  far  as  practicable,  and  to  take 
advantage  of  the  coal  resources  of  the  Colonies  when  local  coal  can  be  shown  to  be 
of  suitable  quality  for  H.M.'s  ships,  and  can  be  supplied  at  reasonable  rates.  Steps 
have  been  taken  to  provide  fcr  a  certain  quantity  of  New  Zealand  coal  from  the  West 
Port  Collieries  for  use  on  the  China  Station,  and  local  Australian  coal  is  now  used 
on  the  Australian  Station  as  far  as  circumstances  permit. 

Transport  Service. 

Since  the  beginning  of  July  181  Transports  and  Freight  Ships  (including  second 
voyages)  have  been  engaged  in  the^  conveyance  to  South  Africa  of  a  force  of 
132,384  officers  and  men,  23,345  horses  and  26,364  mules,  exclusive  of  the  troops, 
horses,  &c.  conveyed  from  India  and  the  Colonies  under  local  arrangements,  and  of 
certain  volunteer  detachments  and  special  corps. 

NEW  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  abnormal  activity  in  shipbuilding  and  engineering  which  was  described 
in  the  Statement  of  last  year,  has  continued  during  1899-1900,  and  has  seriously 
affected  progress  and  expenditure  on  ships,  machinery,  and  armour.  Delays  in 
delivery  of  material,  difficulties  in  securing  adequate  numbers  of  workmen,  and 
other  circumstances,  have  caused  the  aggregate  earnings  on  Contract  work  to  fall 
short  of  the  estimated  amount  by  about  1,400,000Z.,  though  the  estimate  was  carefully 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  actual  earnings  in  past  years  on  ships  of  similar  character 
and  on  very  close  investigations  of  the  possible  output  of  armour. 

While  the  most  marked  effect  of  these  exceptional  conditions  is  shown  in  the 
Contract  Vote,  progress  in  the  construction  of  Dockyard  ships  has  also  been  somewhat 
affected,  especially  in  connexion  with  the  supply  of  propelling  machinery  and  armour. 
It  is  the  rate  of  this  supply  which  will  practically  determine  the  dates  of  completion 
of  several  important  ships. 

The  armour-plate  makers  have  considerably  increased  their  output  during  the 
year,  and  have  made  large  extensions  of  plant.  Their  total  output  will  be  nearly 
60  per  cent,  greater  than  it  was  in  1898-99,  but  nevertheless  the  deliveries  will  fall 
short  of  the  amount  anticipated  by  420,000Z.  in  value.  All  of  the  firms  have  been 
fully  employed,  and  there  are  large  orders  yet  to  be  executed.  The  situation  is  one 
of  some  difficulty,  but  there  is  every  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  still  further  improve 
during  the  next  financial  year,  as  new  extensions  of  plant  come  into  use. 

The  fact  that  so  large  a  number  of  ships  now  in  construction  are  designed  for 
exceptionally  high  speeds,  and  will,  therefore,  be  equipped  with  propelling  machinery 
of  great  power,  also  tends  to  affect  the  rate  of  progress.  Machinery  of  this  kind 
can  only  be  produced  by  firms  of  the  first  rank,  who  are  limited  in  number,  and  who,  in 
many  cases,  have  other  important  contracts  in  hand.  Longer  periods  are  required 
for  the  manufacture  and  erectioL  of  the  machinery,  with  the  natural  result  of  more 
time  being  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  ships. 
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Battleships. 

The  Ganopiis  was  commissioned  in  December  last,  and  is  on  service  in  the 
Mediterranean.  The  Ocecm  and  OoKath  will  be  completed  this  financial  year.  The 
Glary  has  been  delivered  by  the  Contractor,  and  is  now  making  her  steam  trials  as 
a  preliminary  to  being  taken  in  hand  for  completion  at  Portsmouth.  The  completion 
of  the  Albion  has  been  delayed  by  finmcial  difficulties  of  the  contractors  for  the 
engines,  but  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  finishing  their  work,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  vessel  will  be  delivered  shortly.  The  sixth  ship  of  the  Gcmopus  class, 
the  VeTigeance,  is  well  advanced,  and  her  builders  anticipate  delivering  her  at  the 
contract  date  in  July  next, 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  six  Battleships  of  the  Fomiidahle  chkes 
which  are  building  in  the  Dockyards,  especially  with  the  last  three  which  were 
launchod  in  the  autumn,  namely,  the  London^  on  the  21st  September,  in  nine  months 
after  laying  down,  the  Bulwark  on  18th  October,  in  seven  months,  and  the  Venerable 
on  the  2nd  November,  in  ten  months.  Their  completion  will  depend  upon  the  delivery 
of  certain  portions  of  their  armour.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Formidable^  Irresistible^  and 
Mplacable,  will  be  completed  by  March  1901,  and  the  London,  Bulwa/rk^  and  Venerable^ 
during  the  autumn  of  that  year. 

Four  vessels  of  the  Duncan  class,  building  by  contract,  have  been  advanced  during 
the  financial  year,  but  not  to  the  extent  that  would  have  been  possible  under  ordinary 
conditions. 

Two  others,  the  Albemarle  and  Montagu  have  been  begun  in  the  Dockyards. 

Armoured  Grudsers. 

Fourteen  of  these  vessels  are  now  in  course  of  construction.  Particulai*s  of  their 
designs  have  been  furnished  in  previous  statements. 

The  Gressy  class  were  the  first  laid  down,  all  being  built  by  contract.  Two  of 
the  six  vessels  of  this  class  have  been  launched,  and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be 
delivered  by  the  contractors  during  the  year  1900-1901.  Two  others  are  well 
advanced. 

The  Drake  class  includes  four  vessels,  the  Drake  being  under  construction  at 
Pembroke,  and  the  remaining  three  vessels  in  private  yards.  Considerable  delay 
occurred  in  the  commencement  of  the  contract  ships ;  good  progress  is  now  being 
made,  but  it  is  too  soon  to  forecast  the  dates  of  completion  with  certainty. 

The  new  class,  described  in  my  statement  last  year  as  vessels  of  a  displacement 
of  9,800  tons,  now  called  the  Monmouth  class,  includes  four  vessels,  two  building  by 
contract  and  two  in  the  Dockyards,  the  two  latter  only  lately  commenced. 

First  GUbss  Protected  Gruisers. 

The  vessels  of  this  class  which  were  building  at  the  commencement  of  1899-1900 
have  all  been  completed,  with  the  exception  of  the  Spartiate,  which,  like  the  Albion^ 
has  been  'delayed  by  financial  difficulties  of  the  contractors  for  the  engines.  It  is 
anticipated  that  she  will  be  finished  in  the  autumn  of  this  year. 

Second  Glass  Protected  Gi^isers. 

Four  vessels  of  this  class  have  been  under  construction  during  the  financial  year. 
Three,  the  Gladiato?*,  EermsSj  and  Highflyer  are  already  completed,  the  last  two  being 
commissioned. 

The  Hyacinth  has  passed  through  her  trials  and  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date. 

Thi/rd  Glass  Gruisers. 

Seven  of  these  vessels  {Pelorus  class)  were  under  construction  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  financial  year.  All  except  the  Pandora  will  be  completed  before  the 
Slst  March.     . 
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It  was  contemplated  to  lay  down  three  new  third  class  cruisers  of  rather  larger 
dimensions  than  the  Pelorus  class  and  of  high  speed,  and  a  small  sum  was  inserted 
in  the  Estimates  for  their  commencement. 

A  thorough  investigation  has  since  been  made  of  alternative  designs  for  the  proposed 
vessels,  and  of  the  designs  for  vessels  of  a  similar  class  projected  or  building  for  foreign 
Powers.  The  action  taken  by  each  Power,  according  to  the  latest  information  in 
respect  of  such  designs,  has  also  been  under  review.  After  full  consideration  of  all 
the  circumstances,  and  weighing  the  fact  that  the  cost  involved  in  building  such 
vessels  is  out  of  proportion  to  their  fighting  value  and  sea-keeping  qualities,  it  has  been 
deemed  expedient  not  to  proceed  with  their  construction.  In  their  place  it  is  proposed 
to  build  an  improved  second  class  cruiser  of  the  JELermes  type,  with  about  21  knots 
speed,  to  be  built  in  a  Dockyard,  the  cost  of  which  would  remain  within  the  limits 
of  liability  for  the  three  third  class  cruisers  sanctioned  by  Parliament.  This  design 
is  not  yet  complete. 

Sloops  a/nd  Ounboais. 

Bight  sloops  have  been  in  progress.  Two  will  be  completed  this  year,  and  four 
next  year.     The  remaining  two  have  been  recently  commenced. 

Of  the  four  gunboats  {Dwarf  class)  two  have  been  completed,  one  being  in 
Commission.  The  other  two  which  were  delayed  at  contractors*  works,  are  now 
approaching  completion. 

Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers. 

The  total  number  of  vessels  in  this  class  is  108.  Forty-two  have  trial  speeds  of 
26  to  27  knots ;  62  have  trial  speeds  of  30  knots ;  and  4  have  contract-speeds 
ranging  from  31  to  33  knots. 

Forty  of  the  first  category  and  44  of  the  30  knot  class  have  been  completed  and 
passed  through  their  trials. 

Of  the  two  of  the  first  category  mentioned  in  the  Statement  of  last  year  as  havinj^ 
new  boilers  fitted,  one  has  passed  the  official  speed  fcrials,  obtaining  26f  knots,  and 
should  be  delivered  shortly.     The  sister  vessel  is  being  prepared  for  trial. 

Of  the  18  incomplete  vessels  of  the  30  knot  class,  three  have  been  delivered,  but 
have  still  to  pass  their  speed  trials.  Twelve  of  the  remainder  were  ordered  last  year 
under  the  Supplementary  Programme  and  are  being  advanced.  The  first  of  these 
will  probably  be  delivered  immediately,  and  be  ready  to  undergo  her  official  trials. 

Of  the  four  remaining  Destroyers,  intended  to  develop  speeds  exceeding  30 
knots,  one  obtained  32  knots  on  her  preliminary  trials,  and  has  been  delivered.  She 
will  soon  undergo  her  official  trials.  Another  vessel  of  equal  contract  speed  is  in  an 
early  stage  of  construction.  A  third,  designed  for  33  knots,  has  been  undergoing  a 
long  series  of  preliminary  trials,  but  has  not  yet  attained  the  full  speed. 

# 

The  fourth  experimental  vessel  is  the  Viper,  which  has  been  fitted  with  Parsons' 
Steam  Turbine.  The  contract  speed  in  this  case  is  31  knots,  but  it  was  anticipated 
that  a  considerably  higher  speed  would  be  attained.  On  preliminary  trials  (for  short 
periods)  speeds  of  about  35  knots  have  been  reached.  It  is  hoped  that  the  vessel 
will  soon  be  ready  for  her  offical  trials ;  and  it  is  proposed,  after  these  trials  are 
completed,  to  make  exhaustive  experiments  with  her,  as  great  importance  attaches  to 
this  novel  system  of  propulsion. 

Torpedo  Boats. 

The  two  Torpedo  Boats  included  in  the  Programme  for  1899-1900  are  ander 
construction.     The  contract  speed,  at  ordinary  load  displacement,  is  25  knots. 
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Boyal  Yacht 

The  new  Eoyal  Yacht  was  ready  for  her  steam  trials  at  the  beginning  of 
January,  hut  an  accident  which  occurred  to  her  while  nndocking  at  Pembroke  besides 
damaging  the  vessel's  bottom,  revealed  a  serious  miscalculation  of  weight  which  will 
make  considerable  alterations  necessary  before  she  can  proceed  with  her  trials. 

NEW  SHIPBUILDING  PROGRAMME.

Financial  Provision  foe  New  Construction. 

The  estimated  expenditure  on  New  Construction  for  the  coming  year,  exclusive 
of  Establishment  Charges,  is  less  by  395,3352.  than  the  sum  voted  for  the  same  purpose 
in  the  present  year,  the  figures  being  8,460,1462.,  against  8,855,4812.  for  1899-1900, 
but  it  is  larger  by  1,131,1792.  than  the  anticipated  actual  expenditure  for  this  year, 
viz.,  7,328,9672.,  and  if  this  larger  sum  should  be  spent  in  1900-1901,  it  will  represent 
an  expenditure  larger  by  more  than  a  million  than  has  ever  yet  been  reached.  The 
experience  gained  in  recent  years  that,  after  the  most  careful  calculations  as  to  the 
probable  earnings  of  Contractors  for  hulls  of  ships,  machinery,  and  ai'mour,  the 
expenditure  for  New  Construction  has  continually  failed  to  reach  the  sum  voted,  has 
been  taken  into  account  in  framing  the  Estimate  for  1900-1901.  If  the  Contractors 
should  earn  more  instalments  than  are  estimated  for  in  the  proposed  vote,  a 
Supplementary  Estimate  would,  of  course,  be  necessary. 

It  should  be  observed  that  only  a  portion  of  the  short  earnings  in  the  present 
year  will  afiect  the  liabilities  of  1900-1901.  The  financial  eflfect  of  slower  work  by 
Contractors  is  mainly  to  throw  part  of  the  cost  on  later  years. 

Maohinrrt  and  Boilers.

Torpedo  Boat  Deztroyem.-^Eleven,  in  addition  to  one  which  completed  its  trial 
between  the  date  of  the  last  Statement  and  1st  April  1899. 

The  battleship  Olory,  the  sloop  Condor,  and  4  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers  will 
probably  complete  their  trials  before  the  1st  April  1900. 

The  third  class  cruisers  Barham  and  Bellona,  and  the .  torpedo  gunboat  Sea^wH, 
have  been  re-boilered  with  water-tube  boilers,  the  two  first  with  Thomeycroft  boilera, 
and  the  last  with  Niclausse  boilers),  and  have  satisfactorily  completed  their  full  power 
steam  trials  during  the  present  year. 

The  Torpedo  Gunboats  Skipjack  aind  Speedwd}  have  been  fitted  with  new  water- 
tube  boilers  of  the  Reed  or  small  tube  type,  and  with  new  engines  of  6,000  I.H.P. 
The  adoption  of  water-tube  boilers  in  conjunction  with  light  and  quick-running 
machinery  of  the  torpedo  boat  destroyer  type  has  enabled  the  LH.P.  developed  in  these 
vessels  to  be  increased  from  3,500  to  6,000.  They  have  both  successfully  completed 
their  contract  machinery  trials. 

The  SheldraJce,  which  is  fitted  with  water-tube  boilers  of  the  Baboock  and  Wilcox 
type,  having  tubes  of  a  diameter  intermediate  between  those  of  the  l^rge  and  small 
tube  type,  has  completed  an  exhaustive  series  of  sea-going  trials,  similar  to  those 
carried  out  by  the  Sha/rpshootei%  with  satisfactory  results,  and  with  a  view  to  further 
experience  with  these  boilers,  orders  have  been  given  for  a  set  for  the  new  sloop 
Esjdegle  now  building.  . 

The  Seagull,  fitted  with  water- tube  boilers  of  the  Niclausse  pattern,  is  now  in 
commission  and  is  undergoing  a  series  of  sea-going  trials  similar  to  those  carried 
out  by  the  Sharpshooter  and  Sheldrake,  which  are  fitted  with  the  Belleville  and  Babcock 
and  Wilcox  types  of  water-tube  boiler  respectively.         , 

DOCKTARDS. 

The  work  in  the  Broyal  Dockyards  continues  to  be  performed  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  numbers  of  men  employed  in  the  six  Home  Dockyards  have  had  to  be 
increased  considerably  during  the  current  year,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Service. 
The  total  number  to  be  employed  in  1900-1901  in  Dockyards  at  Home  and  abroad 
is  32,340. 

Special  care  is  being  taken  to  continue  to  introduce  labour-saving  machines  and 
tools  of  the  newest  description  and  make. 

During  the  present  year  changes  have  been  made  in  the  status  and  pay  of  the 
subordinate  officers  of  the  Dockyards,  and  the  office  of  "  Inspector  '*  has  ^een  intro- 
duced in  all  Trades  with  a  view  to  improving  the  supervision  of  the  workmen  and 
removing  certain  anomalies  which  existed.  It  is  believed  that  this  change  vrill  be 
generally  beneficial. 

The  scales  of  piece-work  rates  for  the  several  classes  of  workmen  have  been  very 
much  amplified  in  order  to  ensure  greater  uniformity  in  the  rates  of  pay  for  different 
kinds  of  work.  The  results  of  the  working  of  the  new  scheme  have  been  very 
satisfactory. 

The  general  tendency  of  modem  cruisers  to  increase  in  length  has  made  it 
necessary  that  longer  building  slips  should  be  provided  at  the  Dockyards.  The  action 
taken  is  referred  to  in  this  Statement  under  "  New  Works." 

The  scheme  for  adapting  Haulbowline  Dockyard  for  repairing  Her  Majesty's  ships, 
and  making  the  best  use  of  the  fine  dry  dock  there,  is  now  drawing  near  completion, 
and  the  work  done  at  that  dockyard  is  increasing.  It  has,  therefore,  been  decided  to 
make  some  additions  to  the  professional  staff,  and  to  place  a  certain  number  of  men 
on  the  Establishment  as  at  other  Yards. 

The  Naval  Yards  abroad  have  been  fully  employed  in  carrying  out  the  work 
of  repairing  Ships  for  re-commission,  and  also  on  the  ordinary  necessary  repairs,  &c.  to 
commissioned  Ships. 
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The  increase  of  the  Fleets  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Ohiaa  Stations  has  rendered 
the  large  extensions  of  the  Dockyards  at  Malta  and  Hong  Kong,  which  are  being 
carried  out  under  the  Works  Loan,  urgently  necessary.

The  details  of  the  Repairs  and  Refits  to  be  carried  out  in  1900-1  i901  appear  in 
the  Appendix  to  the  Navy  Estimates. 


Naval  Ordnance. 

The  manufacture  of  guns  is  proceeding,  and  the  production  has  bo  far  kept  pace 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Fleet. 

The  new  9-2-inch  gun  will  shortly  be  ready  for  trial,  and  will  be  completed  before 
it  is  required  for  ships. 

A  new  gun  of  7*5-inch  diameter,  throwing  a  projectile  of- 200  lbs.  weight,  is  under 
manufacture  for  trial,  and  will  shortly  be  delivered. 

The  conversion  of  the  6-inch  B.L.  guns  to  Quick-Firers  has  been  completed  for 
all  ships  which  are  considered  to  be  worth  the  expense.  Conversion  for  the  Royal 
Kaval  Reserve  Batteries  and  Drill  Ships  is  proceeding,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  be 
completed  by  June  1900. 

Trials  of  the  Vickers-Maxim  automatic  37  M.m.  (1^-inch)  gun  in  competition  with 
the  existing  3-pr.  quick-firing  gun  were  carried  out  during  the  past  year,  and  it  was 
decided  that  for  Naval  purposes  this  gun  shows  no  superiority  to  the  3-pr. 

The  '303  Maxim  gun  is  now  bemg  adopted  for  Naval  purposes,  in  lieu  of  the 
;45,  which  has  hitherto  been  the  Naval  pattern.  This  will  make  the  ammunition 
interchangeable  with  that  used  for  rifles. 

The  requirements  of  ammunition  and  projectiles  for  the  Navy  during  the  past 
year  have  been  met,  and  considerable  assistance  has  been  given  to  the  Army  since 
the  commencement  of  hostilities. 
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Supplies  of  cordite  are  well  maintained,  and  the  substitution  of  cordite  for  powder 
charges  in  all  quick-firing  guns  will  be  nearly  complete  by  the  end  of  1900-1901. 

Trials  of  projectiles,  which  have  been  in  progress  for  some  time,  have  resulted 
in  the  adoption  of  a  pattern  of  shell  suitable  for  the  attack  of  the  light  armour  now 
being  generally  adopted  for  the  protection  of  secondary  armaments. 

A  new  pattern  of  naval  cutlass  and  a  new  pattern  of  accoutrements  have  been 
approved,  and  will  be  gradually  introduced. 

The  replacement  of  older  types  of  torpedoes  is  being  continued,  and  the  adoption 
of  Gyroscopic  fittings  will  result  in  a  considerably  increased  efficiency  of  all  torpedoes 
so  fitted. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  new  types  of  heavy  gun  mountings  are  very 
satisfactory,  the  rapidity  of  fire  having  been  considerably  increased  beyond  previous 
results. 

Designs  for  new  mountings  of  improved  type  are  being  worked  out,  and  the 
manufacture  of  all  gun  mountings  now  on  order  is  keeping  pace  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Fleet. 

Wireless  Telegraphy. 

The  Marconi  system  of  Wireless  Telegraphy  was  tried  in  the  Naval  Manoeuvres 
of  1899,  and  proved  very  successful  so  long  as  only  one  ship  was  signalling.  Signals 
were  taken  in  successfully  at  a  distance  of  60  miles. 

Negotiations  have  been  carried  on  between  H.M.'s  Grovernment  and  the  Marconi 
Company,  but  the  question  of  terms  has  not  yet  been  settled.  In  tho  meanwhile  the 
Admiralty  are  endeavouring  to  procure,  for  further  and  more  extended  trials,  some 
more  installations  of  Wireless  Telegraphy,  both  from  the  Marconi  Company  and  from 
other  sources. 


NEW  WORKS. 
New  Works  in  the  Estimates. 


The  principal   new  works    for    which  provision    is   made  in  these   Estimates 
are — 

A  new  Building  Slip  and  workshops  at  Devonport.

A  new  General  Hospital  at  Portland  to  replace  the  existing  huts. 

Cold  Meat  Stores  at  Gibraltar. 

Works  in  Progress. 

The  extension  of  No.  5  Slip  at  Portsmouth  is  finished.  Good  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  new  Angle  Iron  Smithery,  and  with  the  new  coaling  arrangements. 
The  extension  of  the  Jetties  will  be  fiinished  by  the  end  of  the  financial  year 
1899-.1900. 

The  new  Coal  Sheds  at  Gibraltar,  and  the  extension  of  the  Boat  House  at 
Malta  will  also  be  completed  this  financial  year. 

The  new  Cooperage  in  Plymouth  Victualling  Yard  has  been  finished. 
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Some  delay  has  occurred  in  completing  tlie  plans  for  the  new  Slip  at  Chatham, 
bnt  it  is  expected  that  considerable  progress  will  be  made  with  this  work  during  the 
year  1900-1901. 

The  Rifle  Ranges  at  Sheerness  and  Wei-hai-Wei  are  finished,  and  those  at 
Eastney  and  Tipnor  are  nearly  complete, 

Progbess  under  the  Naval  Works  Acts. 
Inclosfwre  cmd  Defence  of  Earhov/rs. 

Gibraltar. — The  Admiralty  Mole  Extension  was  brought  up  to  water  level 
by  30th  September  1898.  It  is  now  being  increased  to  its  full  section.  About  1,800 
feet  of  Quay  Wall  have  been  completed. 

The  Detached  Mole  has  been  brought  above  water  level  for  a  length  of  over 
1,400  feet. 

Three  dredgers  are  at  work  deepening  the  harbour. 

On  the  Commercial  Mole  the  Bonded  Warehouses  are  well  advanced.  The 
extension  of  the  Old  Mole  to  the  eastern  end  of  the  Viaduct  is  completed,  and  the 
Embankment  beyond  the  Viaduct  is  in  progress.  The  dredging  of  the  trenches  for 
the  walls  of  the  Western  Arm  is  finished,  and  rubble  is  being  deposited. 

• 

Portlcmd. — The  whole  of  the  new  Breakwater  was  brought  up  to  low  water  level 
by  the  middle  of  April  1899,  five  months  in  advance  of  the  contract  time. 

Dover. — Admiralty  Pier  Extension. — Blockmaking  for  this  work  has  proceeded 
steadily,  and  there  are  now  over  1,600  blocks  in  stock.  The  temporary  Staging  has 
been  completed  for  9  bays,  that  is  for  a  length  of  about  450  feet,  and  there  are  now 
in  use  on  the  Staging,  one  60-ton  and  two  40-ton  Goliaths.  Divers  have  been  at 
work  for  some  weeks  preparing  the  foundations,  and  block-setting  on  the  permanent 
works  of  the  Admiralty* Pier  Extension  has  been  begun. 

As  a  protection  to  the  Staging  and  shipping,  a  Lightship  has  been  moored  off  the 
end  of  the  Staging,  and  a  Fog  Signalling  apparatus  established  on  the  outer  end  of 
the  Staging  itself. 

East  Eeclamation. — ^The  piles  for  the  Trestle  Railway  have  been  erected  for  a 
total  length  of  3,650  feet,  and  the  superstructure  is  completed  for  3,200  feet.  The 
foundations  of  the  Reclamation  Wall  are  complete  for  a  length  of  3,050  feet,  and  the 
wall  itself  has  been  brought  up  to  the  level  of  high  water  of  neap  tides  for  a  length 
of  2,700  feet. 

The  excavation  of  the  chalk  cliff'  for  filling  has  proceeded  steadily,  and  for  a 
length  of  about  6(>0  feet  the  backing  of  the  Reclamation  Wall  has  been  completed  to 
a  height  of  25  feet  above  low  water. 

East  Arm. — ^A  commencement  has  been  made  with  the  erection  of  the  temporary 
Staging  for  this  work. 

Sandwich,  &c. — Blockmaking  for  the  Turret  Widening  Wall  and  the  making  of 
apron  blocks  for  the  East  Reclamation  Wall  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily. 

Adapting  Naval  Ports  to  pres&nt  needs  of  Fleet 

Deepening  Harbours  and  Approaches. — Work  at  Chatham  and  Haulbowline  is 
finished.     Dredging  is  proceeding  at  Portsmouth  and  Devonport. 

Keyham  Dockyard  Extension. — Nearly  all  the  mud  has  been  removed  from  the  site 
of  the  Docks.     Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  works  generally. 

Oibralfar  Dockyard  Extension. — The  new  dockyard  buildings  and  the  dam  for 
No.  3  Dock  are  in  course  of  construction.  CJood  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
dipways  for  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers. 
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Hong  Kong  Dockyard  Extension, — ^The  recently  acquired  buildings  are  being  used 
as  stores,  workshops,  &o.,  and  the  necessary  alterations  are  being  made  in  them. 
The  widening  of  the  Queen's  Eoad  is  proceediag.  The  contract  for  the  main  portion 
of  the  work  has  just  been  approved. 

Pemhroke  Jetty. — This  work  has  not  made  as  much  progress  as  was  expected,  and 
the  contract  time  for  completion  will  be  exceeded. 

Portsmouth — Widening  Caisson. — Practically  completed. 

Haulbowline  Improvements. — Work  is  nearly  finished, 

Chatham  Dock. — Tenders  will  be  invited  shortly. 

Malta  Dockyard  Extension. — The  preparation  of  the  site  is  proceeding  rapidly. 

Bermuda  Dockyard  Extension. — The  contract  will  be  let  during  the  present  year. 

Simon's  Bay  Dockj/ard  Extension. — The  contract  particulars  are  being  prepared. 

Naval  Barracks,  Sfc. 

Progress  on  the  new  Naval  Barracks  at  Chatham,  Portsmouth,  and  Keyham  has 
been  very  satisfactory. 

Sheemess  Naval  Barracks. — As  explained  last  year,  the  proposal  to  build  new 
barracks  for  the  Gunnery  School  at  Sheerness  has  been  abandoned  and  a  site  is  being 
sought  at  Chatham.  No  satisfactory  arrangements  have  yet  been  arrived  at  for  the 
acquisition  by  the  Admiralty  of  a  suflBcient  area  of  land  for  the  purpose  ;  but  this 
delay  is  of  little  consequence,  as,  owing  to  the  diflBculty  of  obtaining  sufficient  labour, 
it  would  in  any  case  be  inexpedient  lo  start  another  large  building  work  at  Chatham 
until  the  new  Naval  Barracks  and  Hospital  have  made  further  progress. 

Chatham  Naval  Hospital. — The  foundations  of  the  main  buildings  are  completed, 
and  the  brickwork  is  progressing. 

Britannia  Royal  Naval  College. — Tenders  have  been  invited.  Much  work  has  been 
done  on  foundations,  preparation  of  the  site,  &c. 

Magazines. — Work  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Haslar  Hospital  Extension  is  making  good  progress,  and  the  Infections  Hospital  at 
EauJbowline  is  nearly  finished. 

A  statement  of  the  estimated  expenditure  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  March 
1900,  will  shortly  be  laid  before  Parliament.

Reserves  of  Warlike  Stores. 

The  present  reserves  of  guns  and  ammunition,  &c.,  are  fully  up  to  the  authorised 
standards  hitherto  considered  to  be  essential,  but  recent  experience  has  emphasised 
the  necessity  of  making  an  addition  to  those  standards,  especially  as  dilP&culties  have 
been  found  in  hastening  deliveries  on  existing  contract  when  new  orders  have 
to  be  placed* 

It  is  further  proposed  to  establish  for  each  foreign  station  reserves  of  guns  and 
ammunition  independently  of  the  class  of  ships  that  may  happen  to  form  the  squadron 
on  the  station  at  the  time,  thus  rendering  the  relief*  of  ships  and  th^ir  movements 
from  station  to  station  more  simple  than  imder  the  present  system. 

The  total  cost  of  increasing  and  reorganising  the  reserves  of  naval  armament  stores 
as  proposed,  is  estimated  at  1,078,000/.,  of  which  it  is  considered  that  709,000/.  cquld 
be  spent  in  the  present  financial  year. 

Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers. 

Offers  having  been  made  by  certain  private  firms,  early  in  the  year,  for  the  sale 
of  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyers  which  were  then  in  a  forward  state  of  construction, 
negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  these  vessels  were  commenced,  but  the  negotiations 


a     12680.     Wt.  8955. 
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were  not  sufficiently  adyanced  at  the  time  of  the  presentation  of  the  Navy  Estimates 
to  permit  of  any  reference  being  made  to  the  proposed  purchase  in  the  Explanatory 
Statement.  With  Treasury  sanction,  the  purchase  of  fiye  Destroyers  has  now  been 
arranged,  viz.,  one  from  the  Elswick  firm,  one  from  Messrs.  Palmer's,  and  three  from 
Messrs.  Brown  &  Oo. 

The  total  cost  of  these  five  vessels  amounts  to  350,6002m  including  64,510/.,  for 
the  Destroyer,  fitted  with  the  new  turbine  motor,  which  has  been  bmlt  at  Elswick 
on  much  the  same  design  as  the  Destroyer  building  for  the  Admiralty  by  Messrs. 
Parsons. 

Bepairing  Ship. 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  purchase  a  repairing  ship  to  accompany  a  fleet  at  sea. 
The  two  ships  of  this  kind  already  in  the  service  are  insufficient  for  present 
requirements. 

It  was  hoped  that  a  suitable  vessel,  which  could  be  adapted  for  this  special  purpose, 
might  have  been  purchased  in  the  last  financial  year,  and  negotiations  were  entered 
into  with  this  object,  but  they  did  not  come  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion. 

Tenders  have  since  been  invited  for  the  purchase  of  such  a  ship,  which  are  now 
under  consideration. 

"  Cambridge  "  Ovnnery  JSstabliahment. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  Gunnery  School  at  Devonport,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  obtain  control  over  certain  land  adjoining  the  "  Cambridge "  shore 
fstablislunent. 

It  was  at  first  hoped  that  the  necessary  control  might  be  secured  by  means  of  a 
lease  for  a  term  of  years  with  the  option  of  purchase  at  any  time  during  the  currency 
of  the  lease,  but  it  appears  that  the  owner,  though  willing  to  make  such  an  arrange- 
ment, has  no  power  to  do  so. 

It  is  therefore  proposed  to  purchase  at  once  the  land  and  foreshore,  comprising  the 
present  establishment  as  well  as  what  is  required  for  future  extension,  for  the  sum  of 
40,000/.

(Tuartl  in  November  1898,  and  to  more  being  required  for  rents  under  new  leases  and  for  water ;  on  the 
other  hand,  the  expenditure  on  allowances  to  Inspecting  Ofticei'K  of  Divisions  on  Visiting  Duty  fell  slu»rt 
of  the  estimate.

F.— Surplus  :  Less  gas  was  required  at  Melville,  Yarmouth,  Portland,  and  Hong  Kong  than  expected ; 
I  reduced  by  increased  requirements  at  Haslar  and  Malta.

On  account  of  the  disposition  of  a  larger  number  of  ships  in  the  Mediterranean  and  at  Gibraltar,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  send  out  increased  supplies  of  provisions  to  both  of  those  places.  In  order  to 
replace  these  stores,  my  Lords  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  at  once  increase  the  stocks  at  the 
Home  Victuallinij  Yards.

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  had  before  them  your  letter  of  the  2nd 
instant  (V.  4643 — 4207),  in  which  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  represent  the  necessity  of 
immediately  increasing  the  stocks  of  provisions  at  the  Home  Victualling  Yards  at  a  ••barge  to 
Sub-head  G.  (Vote  2)  of  34,750/.,  not  merely  beyond  the  Parliamentarv  provision  under  that  sub-head 
of  823,372/.  but  also  beyond  the  additional  expenditure  of  15,0(X)/.  under  that  sub-head  sanctioned  by 
Treasury  letter  of  28th  October  last. 

My  Lords  desire  that  the  cmrent  year  should  bear  its  proper  burthen  in  respect  of  the  purchase  of 
victualling  stores,  and  would  deprecate  the  mere  transfer  to  next  year  of  a  charge  which  it  would  be 
to  the  public  interest  to  incur  at  once.  In  their  opinion  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  deplete  stocks  as  a 
whole  this  year,  with  the  intention  of  making  good  the  deficiency  next  year  by  an  increase  of  Vote  2. 

At  the  same  time  their  Lordshij)s  are  not  sure  from  your  letter  that  any  serious  depletion  of  stocks . 
as  a  whole  has  yet  taken  place.     Larger  supulies  than  usual  have  been  sent  to  the  Mediterranean  and 
Gibraltar,  but  if  this  involves  a  change  of  place  of  storage  rather  than  an  increase  of  consumption,  it 
may  be  an  insufficient  ground  for  strengthening  stocks  at  home,  or  for  even  wholly  replacing  the . 
excess  supplies. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  Parliamentary  Grant  for  Vote  2  G.  (Provisions)  this  year  was  21^094^. 
more  than  the  grant  last  year,  and  that  so  recently  as  the  21st  October  last  the  Board  of  Admiralty' 
were  satisfied  that  this  grant  need  not  be  exceeded  by  moi-e  than  15,000/.  Under  all  the  circumstances,, 
my  Ix)rds  would  request  the  Board  to  again  consider  whether  the  events  of  the  List  six  weeks  really 
make  it  imperative  to  more  than  triple  that  excess.

My  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  had  before  them  your  letter  of  the  9th  instant 
(18201 — 98)  on  the  subject  of  an  additional  sum  of  34,750/.  necessary  for  the  purcha^ie  of  provisions, 
this  financial  year. 

My  Lords  entirely  agree  with  the  views  expressed  by  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury  in  paragraph  2* 
of  the  letter  above  quoted,  viz.,  that  the  current  year  should  bear  its  proper  burthen  in  respect  of  the 
purcliase  of  victualling  stores,  and  that  the  mere  transfer  to  next  year  of  a  charge  which  it  would  be  to 
the  public  interest  to  incur  at  once  is  to  be  deprecated. 

In  regard  to  the  third  j^aragraph  of  your  letter,  my  Lords  regret  that  the  necessity  for  the  additional 
sum  asked  for  was  not  made  as  clear  as  their  Lordships  could  desire  in  order  to  enable  them  to  come 
to  a  decision  on  the  matter  in  question.  My  Lords  abstained  from  dealing  with  the  subject  in  too. 
much  detail,  but  they  now  supplement  their  former  letter  by  stating  that  it  has  been  found  on  one 
station,  e.g.^  the  South  East  Coast  of  America,  that  no  reliance  can  be  placed  on  local  resources  in 
time  of  war  or  emergency.  It  is  necessary  therefore  that  provision  should  be  made  in  kind  without 
delay  for  any  eventualities. 

In  regard  to  their  Lordships'  contention  that  the  transfer  of  a  large  quantity  of  stores  to  Gibraltar 
and  Malta  does  not  involve  a  serious  depletion  of  stock,  but  only  a  change  of  place  of  storage,  I  am  to 
jioint  out  that  it  would  Ihj  impossible  to  revise  the  stocks  at  home  in  accordance  with  tne  rate  of 
depletion  at  Gibraltar  or  elsewhere,  and  that  the  recjuisite  amount  of  stores  in  rea^liness  for  immediate 
shipment  must  of  necessity  be  a  fixed  quantity,  which  in  the  present  instance  cannot  be  reduced  owing, 
to  the  larger  demands  that  have  to  be  met  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

Before  approaching  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury  on  this  subject,  my  Lords  had  carefully  taken 
the  i)oint  m  question  into  consideration,  and,  as  stated  in  their  pi-evioius  communicition.  had  satisfied 
themselves  that  the  additional  purchases  were  really  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  public  service. 

\V^ith  these  additional  explanations  my  Lords  trust  that  their  Lordships  will  no  longer  withhold 
their  sanction  to  the  expenditure  of  the  sum  in  question,  viz.,  34,750/.

Under  the  present  regulation's  the  sum  credited  to  these  men  on  embarkation  for  the  provision  of 
clothing  and  bedding  (in  addition  to  the  Royal  Xaval  Reserve  kit)  is  U.  5«.,  and  the  list  of  articles 
with  which  they  are  compolled  to  equip  thems2lvea  in  return  for  this  sum  includes  the  following  :—

From  expsrien.io,  however,  it  has  been  found  that  this  additional  kit  is  of  too  limited  a  character, 
and  that  th3  m  ju  feel  themselves  to  be  at  a  disadvantage  as  compared  with  men  of  the  fleet,  for  it  is 
impos>^ible  for  thorn  to  keep  themselves  clean  and  smart,  owing  to  want  of  sufficient  w^orking  rig. 

My  Lords  are  satisfied  that  this  grievance  is  real,  and  in'opose  to  remedy  it  by  increasing  9ie  present 
gratuity  to  the  extent  of  16s.  {i.e.,  to  a  total  of  5/.  1«.),  which  represents  the  value  of  two  working  suits, 
serge  and  duck  respectively,  and  making  a  corresponding?  addition  to  the  compulsory  kit  The  sanction 
of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  is  reciuested  to  this  proposal.

2.  In  regard  to  the  purchases  for  the  Royal  Yacht,  it  is  considered  desirable,  in  order  to  render  the 
interior  fittings  of  the  ship  proof  against  fire,  to  use  wood  treated  by  a  patented  process,  which  renders 
it  practically  non-flammable,  and  also  to  adopt,  in  the  same  vessel,  a  special  type  of  side  scuttles  to 
improve  the  ventilation  of  the  cabins.  These  special  side  scuttles  are  patented  articles,  and  are  used 
largely  in  the  mail  steamers.  By  the  adoption  of  the  non-flammable  wood,  a  quantity  of  ordinary 
materials  already  purchased  of  the  value  of  3,500/.  ^A'ill  nf»t  now  be  used,  but  will  be  available  for  use 
in,  and  in  reduction  of  the  Estimates  for  1899-lJ.KX). 

3.  With  reference  to  the  boiler  tubes,  provision  is  necessary  for  a  reserve  of  boiler  tubes  for  the 
water-tube  boilers  of  Torpedo  Boat  Destroyei-s  and  other  vessels  fitted  with  boilers  of  the  small,  tube 
tyi)e,  in  order  that  these  vessels  may,  at  all  times,  be  efficient  for  service. 

4.  Experience  up  to  the  present  time  with  small  tube  water-tube  boOers  shows  that  after  a  certain 
amount  of  work  deterioration  may  be  expected  to  set  in  rapidly,  and,  on  this  account,  it  is  most 
important  that  the  necessary  provision  suggested  by  such  experience  should  now  be  made  as  quickly  as 
possible.  Action  on  the  subject  in  (j^uestion  was  commenced  as  soon  as  the  necessity  was  seen,  but 
owing  to  the  time  which  was  necessanJy  occupied  in  obtaining  particulars  from  the  several  Dockyards 
on  which  to  frame  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  tubes  required,  the  proposal  could  not  be 
matured  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  estimates  for  the  current  year.  The  fact  of  there  being  such  a 
large  number  of  water-tube  boilers  of  different  types  now  fitted  in  the  service  increases  the  cost  of 
providing  the  required  reserve. 

5.  It  is  considered  that  arrangements  should  at  once  be  made  for  the  purchase  of  these  tubes,  in 
order  that  the  necessary  work  of  fitting  them  for  immediate  use  as  required  may  be  taken  in  hand. 

6.  My  Lords  propose  to  take  similar  action  in  regard  to  requirements  of  material,  to  the  value  of  about 
2,500^.,  for  the  construction  of  brows  for  use  at  Malta,  in  consequence  of  the  increasing  work  at  the 
fetation  in  storing  and  repairing  Her  Majesty's  ships,  ^e  labour  required  for  this  work  will  be  provided 
in  the  Yard. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  materials  for  moorings,  the  recent  additions  made  to  the  fleet  on  the  China 
Station  render  absolutely  necessary  provision  for  another  set  of  heavy  moorings  at  Hong  Kong. 

8.  At  this  period  of  the  financial  year,  my  Lords  are  unable  to  say  whether  savings  are  likely  to  arise 
on  Navy  Votes  generaUy  which  will  enable  this  expenditure  to  be  met  without  a  supplementary 
estimate,  and  they  therefore  propose  to  make  a  further  communication  on  this  point  later  in  the  year 
as  proposed  in  Admiralty  letters  of  the  17th  May,  N.S.  2329,  and  7th  June,  N.S.  2320,  relating  to 
estimated  excesses  on  steam  vessel  coal  and  torpedo  nets  respectively.

In  reply  to  the  query  contained  in  the  letter  referred  to,  I  am  to  state  that  the  allowance  of  1«.  a  day 
ha**  only  oeen  given  on  the  representation  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Police  for  special  or  arduous 
duties,  such  as  guarding  of  isolated  magazine  stations,  (to.  under  the  follo\\'ing  considerations,  viz. : — 

1.  It  is  much  more  expensive  to  live,  as  the  stations  are  usually  in  out  of  the  way  places. 

2.  The  duty  is  very  monotonous  and  dreary.  Unless  there  is  some  inducement  for  the  men  they 
would  not  stay  long,  and  there  is  a  disadvantage  in  changing  men  as  soon  as  they  know  the  officials  and 
regulations  of  the  station,  in  addition  to  which  considerable  expense  is  incurred  by  such  removals. 

3.  From  the  nature  of  the  duty  it  unfits  men  for  promotion,  therefore  they  lose  their  chances  of 
advancement  in  the  service,  and  naturally  expect  some  equivalent  before  they  will  settle  down  to- 
monotonous  duties  involving  such  a  sacrifice. 

This  extm  pay  was  granted  to  certain  War  Department  stations  by  the  Home  Office  in  a  letter  dated 
5th  March  1881,  and  was  subsequently  extended  to  the  magazines  on  shore  at  Bull  Point  and  Pridd/a 
Hard  by  Home  Office  from  1st  January  1896.  Provision  was  made  on  this  account  in  the  Estimate  of 
Navy  Vote  9,  for  1896-97,  as  explained  to  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury  in  Admiralty  letter  of 
25th  February  1896  (No.  2  E— 513),  and  sanctioned  by  Treasury  letter  of  2nd  March  1896  (No.  3182). 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  at  the  time  the  additional  constables,  approved  under  Treasury  authority 
of  11th  January  1895  (156 — 95),  for  the  latter  named  station  were  asked  for,  the  allowance  had  not  been 
sanctioned  for  the  same,  and  as  regards  the  constables  approved  for  the  West  India  Docks,  under 
authority  of  Treasury  letter,  3139—98,  dated  26th  February  1898,  this  station  does  not  come  within  the 
category  of  those  for  which  the  allowance  is  intended. 

The  additional  allowance  in  question  is  paid  to  all  ranks  of  Metropolitan  Police  serving  in  naval 
ordnance  magazines,  and  in  tne  following  instances  it  was  specially  mentioned  in  the  Admiralty 
communications  : —

The  Loi*ds  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  had  before  them  your  letter  of  the 
4th  ultimo,  submitting  a  list  of  overlap  charges  which  could  not  be  brought  to  account  in  1897-98,  and 
therefore  have  to  be  jwiid  from  the  current  year's  Works  Vote  No.  10.  ^ 

My  Lords  regret  the  large  amount  of  such  charges  this  year.  The  percentage  on  the  Total  Vote, 
1897-98,  is  nearly  7,  and  the  mean  percentage  for  the  precedmg  eight  years  is  less  than  3. 

My  Lords,  however,  cannot  withhold  their  sanction  to  the  defrayment  of  the  overlap  amouDting  to 
44,353/.,  for  1897-98,  out  of  savings  on  the  Vote  for  1898-99  generally.

temporary  staif  under  the  scale  authorised  m  Treasury'  Letter  dated  3rd  August  1872,  No.  12,210. 

3.  These  additions  are  estimated  to  cost  about  750/.  in  the  present  year  besidies  travelling  expenses 
and  subsistence.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  the  latter,  but  it  will  probably  not  exceed 
500/. 

4.  In  view  of  the  large  programme  of  work  generally  under  Vote  10  this  year,  it -is  not  anticipated  that 
these  sums  can  be  met  out  of  the  special  provision  under  Sub-heads  A.  (Temporary  Superintendence) 
and  R.,  so  far  as  can  now  be  foreseen.

Exiierience  has  shown  that  owin^  to  the  large  number  of  stations  round  the  coast,  and  to  their 
remote  situation  in  many  cases,  it  is  impossible  to  give  effective  supervision  from  the  head  office  to  the 
rei>air  and  maintenance  of  the  buildings  with  the  staff  at  present  available.

My  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  had  under  consideration  the  works  that  require  to 
be  executed  within  the  immediate  future. 

They  have  not  yet  finally  decided  the  exact  nature  of  the  programme  to  be  undertaken  during  the 
next  financial  year,  but  they  are  convinced  that  some  additional  assistance  will  be  necessaiy  in  the 
Department  of  the  Director  of  Works  at  the  Outports  to  enaV>le  it  to  prepare  particulars  and  ari-ange 
for  the  early  commencement  of  those  works  which  are  ultimately  approved. 

Recent  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  get  efficient  draughtsmen,  which 
involves  a  considerable  loss  of  time.  My  Lords  therefore  have  authorised  the  Director  of  Works  to 
take  immediate  ste[)s  for  engaging  three  temporary  draughtsmen  and  two  accountant  clerks. 

Ft  is  impossible  to  say  at  ju-esent  what  will  be  the  excess  over  the  pi'cnisions  made  for  this  year,  as 
it  depends  upon  the  success  in  obtaining  suitable  men.

Tlie  owner,  Mr.  Th(mias  H.  Foord,  of  lU)chester,  ac(iuainted  my  Lords  of  his  intention  to  offer  the 
proi>erty  for  sale,  and  inquired  if  it  were  wanted  for  naval  pur])oses. 

He  subset  [uently  applied  to  the  Med  way  Conservators  for  ])ermission  to  dig  clay  therefrom,  and  this 
was  referred  to  Admiralty  for  their  consent. 

It  ain>eare<l  to  my  Lords  that  this  permission  could  not  he  given  ;  the  island  l)orders  the  main 
channel  of  the  Med  way,  and  if  the  clay  on  it  were  to  be  dug  away  as  proposed  tlie  island  would 
probably  disapi)ear  and  possibly  cause  a  diversion  of  the  main  deep-water  channel,  the  dredging  of 
which  has  cost  much  money  and  the  maintenance  of  which  is  of  vital  consequence  as  providing  access 
for  <lee])-draught  vessels  to  Chatham  Dockyard.  Further,  it  is  imi>ortant  that  the  island,  which  will 
proVmbly  l)e  required  in  the  near  future  for  naval  j)uriK)ses,  should  not  be  lost. 

My  Lords  decided,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  well  to  purchase  the  ju'operty  if  reasonable  terms 
could  be  aiTanged. 

The  area  is  some  164  acre^  and  the  j)rice  asked  was  100^.  iKjr  acre,  or  say  16,400Z. ;  the  owner  basing 
his  ])rice  on  its  value  to  him  for  clay  digging. 

A  valuation  was  obtained  from  Messrs.  Vigers  it  C/O.,  who  reported  a  fair  price  to  Ixj  3,690^.,  this 
being  ba^ed  on  its  value  for  agricultural  purposes  ;  they  did  not  consider  it  to  bo  worth  more  for  clay 
digicing  than  this  ;  in  addition  they  considerea  that  the  sea  walls  should  be  put  in  remir  by  the  vendor. 

My  Lords  do  not  withhold  permission  to  dig  clay  from  sites  in  those  parts  of  the  iledway  where  the 
removal  causes  no  detriment  to  naval  interests,  and  it  seems  to  them,  therefore,  that  some  consideration 
should  Ikj  given  to  this  fact.  They  consequently  decided  to  offer  Mr.  Foord  3,690/.  for  the  property  as 
it  stands.

In  Octolier  1807,  a  contract  was  made  for  the  extension  of  Launching  Ways  at  Xo.  3  Slip,  Devc)ni*>rt, 
amounting  to  6,940/.,  and  covering  sanction  was  given  in  Treasurj*  letter  of  the  18th  November  1897 
(Xo.  16,667 — J^7).  The  work  w-as  of  an  urgent  nature.  It  was  necessary  to  complete  it  as  early  as 
jK>s.sible  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  launch  of  the  **  Ocean,"  which  was  Wing  V)uilt  on  the  slip. 

After  the  work  was  commenced  and  the  excavation  put  in  progress,  it  was  found  that  the  levek 
slio\ni  on  the  drawings  at  which  it  was  anticipated  that  the  rock  would  be  found  w*ere  incorrect,  and 
that  the  rock  was  at  a  considembly  lower  level. 

Ft  l>ecame  then  necessary'  to  extend  a  ]K)ilion  of  the  scheme  and  to  revise  the  construction  :  a  moditied 
de>i<rn  was  decided  uj>on,  which,  though  minimising  the  cost  of  the  work,  necessarilj'  involved,  more 
extended  foundations  and  a  much  larger  amount  of  costly  under- water  w(»rk. 

The  contractors  proceeded  accoiTlingly,  working  night  and  day,  and  the  work  was  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted. 

The  contractors  submitted  a  detailed  claim  for  the  work  done  amounting  to  15,315/.  3,<.  8</.  and  after 
much  discu>Nion  have  agreed  to  accept  the  sum  of  11,895/.  13«. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  work  of  this  value  has  l)een  done.  My  Lords  are  sjitisfied  that  the  contractf>ni 
are  fairly  entitled  to  this  sum  and  that  better  terms  would  not  have  been  obtained  if  the  matter  had 
gone  to  arbitration. 

Fayment  of  3,760/.  on  account  of  the  contract  was  made  in  1897-98.  The  sum  due  to  the  contractors 
under  the  arrangement  made  is  11,805/.  IS.'*.  -3,760/.  =8,135/.  13*.,  or  an  excess  of  6,195/.  on  thi>  year's 
provision  of  1,940/.  under  Xavy  \'ote  10,  Sub-head  B. 

In  addition  to  the  contract  work  there  have  been  some  small  dei)artniental  charges  amounting  to 
39/.  in  l«97-98  and  105/.  in  1S98-99,  so  that  the  total  excess  on  this  year's  jn-ovision  amounts  to  f^SrK)/. 
and  on  the  ai»proved  total  estimate  to  5,100/.

I  .\M  commanded  by  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  24th  May  1899  (No.  7943 — 99),  and  in  reply  to  infonn  jrou  that  the  position  is  as  follows  : — 

The  Admiralty  contracted  with  Messrs.  Pearson  for  the  execution  of  certain  work  for  6,940/.  To 
enable  the  work  to  be  carried  out,  certain  plans  of  levels,  plotted  from  soundings  which  were  believed 
to  be  correct,  were  fTirnished  by  the  Admiraltv,  but  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract  was  that  the 
contractors,  if  they  thought  it  necessary,  should  satisfy  themselves  of  the  accuracy  of  the  soundings,  and 
that  no  extra  uayinent  would  be  allowed  for  any  increased  excavation  which  might  be  necessary  to 
obtain  a  solid  bottom  due  to  any  inaccuracy  in  the  levels. 

Tlie  levels  were  found  to  be  inaccurate  and  some  extra  expense  was  consequently  inciu-red. 

Mv  Lords  took  legal  advice,  in  view  of  certain  claims  raised  by  the  contractors,  as  to  whether  there 
had  been  any  misrei)resentation  by  the  Admiralty  on  this  point  which  would  entitle  the  contractors  to 
be  recoui)ed  such  extra  exi)ense. 

My  Lords  were  advised  that  there  had  been  no  such  misrepresentation.  Had  the  work  been 
com]jleted  in  accordance  with  the  original  contract,  whatever  sum  was  paid  for  extra  excavation  would 
have  been  ex  gratia.  But  the  ^york  actually  executed  differed  materially  from  that  originally  con- 
templated, and  my  Lords  are  advised  that  in  effect  the  original  contract  was  superseded  by  an  amended 
agi-eenient.      The  work  done  under  the  amended  contract  was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  originally 


proposed,  and  the  Admiralty  paid  nearly  1 2,000/.  for  it. 
Lix)n  these  facts  the  Comptroller  and  Au( " 


Auditor  General  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  contractor  had 
not  established  under  his  contract  a  legal  claim  to  more  than  6,940/.,  and  that  any  payment  in  excess  of 
that  sum  was  an  act  of  gi-ace. 

My  Lords  are  advised  that  this  opinion  is  untenable  and  is  based  on  a  misapprehension.  It  is  clearly 
not  supix)rted,  as  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  contends  in  his  letter  of  the  21st  March,  by  the 
<jpinion  of  the  solicitor  referred  to  above,  which  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  api)ears  to 
have  altogether  misunderstood,  and  my  Lords  note  that  it  is  not  accepted  in  its  entirety  by  their  Lord- 
shit>s  of  the  Trcasurv.

Lords  consider  it  of  the  utmost  consequence  to  complete  as  early  as  possible  this  valuable  piece  of  deep- 
water  wharf,  and  thus  afford  space  for  one  more  large  vessel. 

I  am  to  add  that  not  only  will  the  extra  space  be  gained  for  vessels,  but  the  sooner  the  work  is 
finished  the  sooner  will  cease  the  inconvenience  to  the  Yard  caused  by  the  work,  always  an  important 
matter  in  a  dockyard.

With  reference  to  the  variations  which  have  occurred  in  the  estimated  cast  of  this  Survey,  my  Lords 
would  iK)int  out  that  the  difficulty  in  giving  an  estimate  is  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  work 
connected  with  the  borings. 

The  borings  are  made  to  ascertain  the  depth  and  character  of  the  rock  bottom,  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  Ixjrings  are  necessary  only  becomes  known  as  the  work  proceeds.  The  operations  are 
carried  out  in  a  veiy  exposed  situation,  and  have  been  much  hindered  by  bad  weather,  which  lias 
increased  the  cost  of  the  work  genei-ally. 

Under  these  circumstances,  my  Lords  re<^ue8t  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury  to  the  excess  of  800/.  on 
the  expenditure  for  1898-99,  and  to  the  raising  of  the  total  estimate  to  8,300/.

I  HAVE  laid  before  tlie  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  your  letter  of  the 
11th  instant  (W.L.  1670 — 1907),  representing  that  an  excess  of  800/.  has  arisen  on  the  sum  of  1,500/. 
sanctioned  for  Survey,  &c.,  of  the  Cai)e  of  Good  Hope  Dock,  1898-99. 

This  service  was  first  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Treasury  by  your  letter  of  26th  February  1896, 
and  6,000/.  was  voted  for  1896-97.  Of  this  sum  only  2,101/.  was  spent,  though  the  probable  expen- 
diture to  31st  March  1897  was  stated  in  the  Naval  Estimates  for  1897-98  at  3,000/.  Parliament  wa«  at 
the  same  time  informed  that  the  revised  total  estimate  was  4,000/.  only,  and  was  asked  to  vote  1,000/. 
to  complete  the  work  in  1897-98.  On  22nd  September  1897  it  was  expected  that  the  whole 
exijenditure  during  1897-98  would  amount  to  2.700/. ;  on  4th  March  1898  the  year's  expenditure  was 
estimated  approximately  at  3,300/. ;  and  on  29tn  August  1898  it  was  represented  that  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Admiralty  "cannot  say  what  the  exact  amount  will  be,  but  think  that  in  all 
prol)ability  it  will  reach  4,000/.,"  the  actual  expenditure  eventually  proving  to  be  3,872/.  Also  on 
29th  Auijust  1898,  sanction  was  asked  and  given  for  an  exi)enditure  of  1,500/.  in  1898-99,  raising  the 
total  estimate  to  7,600/.  It  is  now  represented  that  the  above  sum  of  1,500/.  for  1898-99  will  be 
exceeded  by  800/.  approximately,  and  the  total  estimated  expenditure  is  put  down  at  8,3(X)/.,  or  more 
than  double  tlie  revised  estimate  of  1897-98.

My  Lords  have  no  option  but  to  give  their 
formal  covering  sanction  to  the  excess  expenditure  of  800/.  being  met  out  of  the  aggregate  of  Navy 
Votes,  1898-99." 

My  Lords,  of  course,  understand  that  a  submarine  survey  is  necessarily  more  uncertain  than  one  on 
laud.  But,  in  view  of  the  large  and  repeated  differences  between  estimate  and  expenditure  in  this  case, 
they  desired  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  primary  responsibility  for  framing  Parliamentary  estimates 
of  the  cost  of  such  a  survey,  and  for  defending  such  forecasts  when  not  borne  out  by  subsequent  facts  of 
expenditure,  rests  and  must  rest  with  the  Board  of  Admiralty.

On  26th  November  1897,  an  addition  of  2,050/.  was  sanctioned  in  connec^tion  with  tho 
employment  of  Kroo  labour:  and  on  26th  August  1898  it  was  explained  that  no  provision  has  been 
included  for  victualling  the  Kroomen,  with  the  result  that  the  total  estimate  was  further  i-aised  from 
5,250/.  to  7,230/.  But  m  your  letter  of  28th  February  last  the  increase  of  the  estimate  from  5,^50/.  to 
9,300/.  is  put  down  tx>  "pay  and  victualling  of  Kroomen,  now  charged  to  the  item,"  whereas  the 
information  before  this  Board  would  not  have  led  them  to  attribute  to  this  cause  any  increase  beyond 
7,2.30/.    My  Lords  will  be  glad  to  receive  further  explanation  on  the  matter.

3.  It  was  the  general  practice  that  labour  for  works  should  be  provided  by  Marines  and  Kroomen  on 
the  Island  whose  pay  was  charged  to  other  Votes,  and  the  provisions  made  under  Vote  10  were  only 
for  materials  and  miscellaneous  charges.  It  was  under  such  conditions  that  the  estimate  of  3,2(xy.  was 
made. 

4.  But  it  was  found  that  with  the  labour  thus  available  certain  important  works  would  take  Quite  an 
undue  time  to  complete,  and  my  Lords  decided  to  import  extra  Kroomen  to  provide  additional  labour 
to  which  reference  was  made  in  my  letter  of  26th  November  1897  (I).W.  7910 — 9147). 

5.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  sickness  among  these  men  which  has  caused  the  work  to  be  unduly 
prolonged,  and  as  the  charges  for  their  pay  and  victuals  continued,  the  cost  of  the  work  has  been 
mcreased,  and  is  now  estimated  at  about  9,300/. 

6.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  work  is  carried  on  under  considerable  difficulties  at  Ascension. 

7.  In  consequence  of  the  strain  on  the  Works  Department,  it  has  only  been  possible  to  supply  a 
temporary  foreman  of  works  for  the  charge  of  the  works  at  that  place  until  quite  recently  when  a 
tempoi-ary  assistant  civil  engineer  was  sent  out  under  Treasury  letter,  14th  July  1899  (No.  11,438—99). 
This  officer  has  more  experience,  and  it  may  be  hoped  that  the  office  work  connected  with  reports  and 
estimates  will  now  be  more  efficiently  done,  but  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  station  will  always 
make  it  difficult  to  prepare  "  close  "  estimates. 

8.  So  far  as  can  be  seen  the  original  estimate  of  the  cost  of  materials  for  the  work  of  ^*  Emplacements 
(kc,"  has  not  been  exceeded.

The  houses  on  Battery  Green  (a)  are  held  from  the  Town  Council.  They  are  miserable  dwellings  but 
occupy  an  admirable  site,  having  a  commanding  view  of  the  harbour  and  along  the  sea  front 

The  Officer's  house  (c)  is  a  fairly  good  one,  but  the  fourth  house  {h)  is  poor,  with  bad  sanitary 
arrangements. 

Negotiations  have  for  some  time  past  been  carried  on  with  the  Town  Council,  with  a  view  of 
purchasing  the  buildings  on  Battery  Green,  and  of  obtaining  a  plot  of  adjoining  land  so  as  to  increase 
the  total  area  to  half  an  acre. 

The  Town  Council  now  offer  to  sell  the  present  buildings  (a)  for  the  sum  of  200/.,  and  wiU  then  grant 
a  feu  in  perpetuity  of  the  half  an  acre  of  ground  at  8/.  per  annum  ;  the  feu  duty  to  be  doubled  every 
twentieth  year  for  that  year  only.

In  addition  to  these  houses  the  Admiralty  hold  a  watch  house  and  site  for  a  flagstaff  and  semaphore 
on  the  sea  front,  on  a  yearly  tenancy  of  20/.  per  annum,  the  landlord  being  liable  for  external  repairs 
and  the  Admiralty  for  internal  repairs  and  for  rates  and  taxes.  This  property  is  essential  for  the 
purpose  of  the  War  Signal  Station. 

It  is  necessary  that  better  houses  should  be  provided  for  the  Coast  Guard,  but  no  suitable  ones  can 
be  found.  Endeavours  have  been  niade  by  public  advertisement  to  get  offers  to  build  and  lease  the 
required  accommodation,  but  no  replies  have  oeen  received,  and  My  Lords  consider  that  the  only  means 
of  carrying  out  the  proposal  is  for  the  Admiralty  to  buy  land  and  build  the  houses  themselves. 

An  offer  has  been  received  from  the  landlord  of  the  Watch  House  property  to  sell  the  freehold  of  two 
suitable  plots  of  ground ;  the  first,  on  which  houses  for  the  five  men  could  be  erected,  has  a  frontage  of 
69  feet  and  a  depth  of  88  feet ;  and  the  second,  for  the  officer's  house,  is  21  feet  by  80  feet  in  depth. 

The  price  asked  for  the  two  plots  is  414/.  2«.  lid,  which  includes  the  charge  of  69/.  2«.  lid.  for 
expenses  in  connection  with  road-making,  sewering,  and  redemption  of  land  tax. 

As  regards  the  Watch  House  property,  the  landlord  offers  to  grant  a  lease  for  a  term  of  21  years  at  the 
increased  rent  of  22/.  10«.  per  annum,  the  Admiralty  to  be  responsible  for  all  repairs  and  for  rates  and 
taxes. 

The  estimated  cost  of  erecting  the  houses  for  an  officer  and  five  men  on  the  proposed  sites  is  2,300/., 
and  provision  for  commencing  the  work  could  be  made  in  the  Navy  Estimates  for  1899-1900,  under 
Vote  10,  Part  1,  Sub-Head  H. 

Considering  the  rapid  developement  of  Cromer  as  a  seaside  resort,  my  Lords  consider  the  above 
offers  to  be  reasonable,  and  I  am  therefore  to  request  that  the  arrangements  proposed  may  receive  the 
sanction  of  their  Lordsnips  of  the  Treasury.

In  order  to  carry  out  the  proi)osal  of  the  Committee  on  Coasi  Guard  Buildings  (1888).  to  build  an 
amalgamated  station  at  Littlestone  to  accommodate  the  crews  of  St.  Mai^s  and  Romney,  it  is  necessary 
to  acquire  a  site. 

The  station  at  St.  Mary's  was  in  1896  vacated  bv  the  crew,  and  surrendered  to  the  landlord,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  encroachment  ©f  the  sea,  and  the  officer  and  six  men  were  removed  to  houses  in 
Littlestone  taken  on  a  yearly  tenancy  at  a  rental  of  83/.  4«.  per  annum,  the  landlord  being  liable  for 
rates  and  taxes  as  well  as  for  repairs. 

At  Romney  an  officer  and  six  men  live  in  old  cottages  erected  by  the  War  Department  and  Customs., 
the  ground  lease  erf  which  exi)ired  in  1879,  and  was  then  renewed  for  seven,  14  or  21  years'  at  a  rental 
of  30/.  a  year,  the  Admiralty  bein^  responsible  for  rates  and  taxes  as  well  as  for  repairs.  The  lease  was 
terminated  in  1893,  and  the  buildings  are  held  temporarily  on  a  yearly  tenancy  on  the  same  terms. 

It  being  considered  that  the  site  on  which  the  station  at  Romney  now  stands  was  a  suitable  position 
for  the  proposed  new  station,  in  1892  Messrs.  Charles  and  Tubbs^  on  behalf  of  the  owner  of  the  Little- 
stone Estate,  arranged  that  if  the  Admiralty  would  acquire  this  site  from  the  Corporation  of  New 
Romney,  they  would  repurchase  it  from  the  Admiralty  and  would  erect  the  necessary  new  buildings  and 
lease  them  with  a  portion  of  the  site  to  the  Admiralty.

I  AM  commanded  b3r  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information 
of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  that  in  April,  1897,  part  of  the  sea  wall  of  the 
Naval  Cemetery  on  Chapani  Island,  near  Zanzibar,  succumbed  to  the  high  tides  and  rough  \\-ater, 
which  accompanied  the  commencement  of  the  south-west  monsoon.  Temporary  repairs  were  effected 
by  a  working  party  from  H.M.S.  "Blonde,"  and  a  sur\'ey  of  the  wall  made  by  the  Minister  of  Pu^^lic 
Works  to  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar,  whose  report  as  to  the  work  necessary  for  the  permanent  repair  of  the 
wall  was  sent  to  the  Admiralty  for  consideration.  In  the  following  June,  however,  the  wall  was  further 
badly  damaged,  the  graves  being  endangered,  and  it  became  absolutely  necessary  that  the  work  of  re- 
building the  wall  should  be  taken  in  hand  forthwith.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Sultan's  Minister,  a  local 
contract  was  entered  into  for  the  re-erection  of  the  wall  upon  a  rock  foundation,  instead  of  on  sand  as 
before,  for  a  sum  of  4,000  rupees.  The  work  has  been  carried  out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief  and  local  senior  officer,  but  as  the  contractor  had  to  go  much  lower  for  a  rock 
foundation  than  was  estimated,  and  repaired  a  portion  of  the  wall  which  was  not  in  the  contract,  he  has 
appealed  for  some  compensation  for  the  extra  work,  and  my  Lords  propose  to  allow  him  a  sum  of  50^., 
^iiich  will,  when  added  to  the  stipulated  price  of  4,000  rupees,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ComraanderiE- 
Chief ,  no  more  than  clear  his  expenses  on  tne  whole  contract

The  Ix)rds  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  had  before  them  your  letter  of  the  20th  ^„v  t^^j  ^ 
instant  (7  I.C.  1099—1480),  relative  to  expenditure  incurred  in  repairing  the  sea  wall  of  the  Naval  pun-neaa  a. 
Cemetery  at  Chapani  Island,  Zanzibar. 

My  Lords  observe  that  a  report  on  the  subject  of  the  works  of  repair  to  be  undertaken  was  sent  to 
the  Admiralty  between  April  and  June  1897^  and  having  regard  to  Section  4  of  the  Treasury  Minute  of 
6th  Januaiv  1890,  regarding  British  cemetenes  abroad  (12,247 — 89),  they  are  surprised  that  a  contract 
involving  the  expenditure  of  some  261/.  was  entered  into  without  previous  application  to  this  Board. 

I  am^so  to  refer  to  the  Report  of  the  Inter-departmental  Committee  on  British  Cemeteries  Abroad, 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  maintained  that  the  ceme- 
tery in  question  is  not  exclusively  a  Naval  cemetery,  and  a  grant  of  30/.  made  from  Naval  funds  for 
repairs  in  1885  was  made  to  meet  subscriptions  from  residents  and  officers  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  on  the 
station  to  an  equal  amount.  Frimd  facie^  therefore,  it  appears  that  it  should  have  been  considered 
whether  similar  subscriptions  should  not  be  invited  towards  the  cost  of  the  repairs  now  in  question. 

My  Lords  would  be  glad  to  receive  an  explanation  of  the  reasons  why  it  was  considered  right  in  thia 
instance  that  Naval  funds  should  bear  the  whole  charge.  They  would  ask  whether  the  sea  wall  was 
originally  built  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  Admiralty. 

Lastlv,  I  am  to  ask  for  a  statement  showing  the  manner  in  which  the  ordinary  yearly  appropriation 
of  50/.  for  repaii-s  to  Naval  cemeteries  was  applied  in  1897-98.

WiTH  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  31st  May  (No.  8534),  I  am  commandea  by  my  Lord^  Commis 
sioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  Commissionei-s  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  seek  prior  Treasury  api)roval  to  the  expenditure  of  the  .<imi  of 
261/.  in  question,  as,  whilst  my  Lords  were  considering  the  advisability  of  executing  the  repairs 
rendered  necessary  by  the  rough  water  in  April  1897,  the  subseijuent  and  more  serious  damage  in  June 
rendered  prompt  local  action  requisite  to  prevent  more  extensive  inundations  of  the  cemetery,  and  that 
although  the  action  taken  by  the  senior  Naval  officer  was  telegraphed,  yet  it  is  only  recently  that 
sufficient  details  were  obtained  to  enable  the  case  to  be  put  before  the  Treasury. 

With  reference  to  other  inquiries  contained  in  your  letter,  I  am  to  state  that  the  wall  was  built 
originally  at  the  expense  of  Navy  Votes  in  1879,  and  that,  as  stated  in  your  letter  under  reply,  a  grant 
of  30/.  was  made  in  1885  towards  its  repair,  but  nothing  was  known  at  the  time  of  the  sum  being  supple- 
mented by  subscriptions  from  other  sources. 

It  was  not  until  1887,  when  further  assistance  was  asked  for,  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  reported 
that  subscriptions  had  been  raised  by  appeals  to  English  residents  and  to  the  offic3rs  of  Her  Majesty's 
ships  for  repairs  to  the  cemetery  during  the  year  1885  {vide  Admiralty  letter  15th  December  1887). 

In  subsequent  correspondence  with  the  Foreign  Office,  following  on  Treasuiy  Letter  of  the  10th 
February  1888  (No.  19,399),  it  was  reported  by  the  then  late  Acting  British  Agent  and  Consul  General 
at  Zanzibar,  that  there  were  ample  burying  places  adjacent  to  the  city  of  Zanzibar  for  the  (-hristian 
and  other  sects  represented  among  the  British  community,  and  the  Commander-in-Chief  stated  that  of 
the  71  graves  then  existing,  66  were  of  English  men  and  women,  of  whom  46  were  officers  or  men  of 
Her  Majesty's  ships,  and  it  wa«  improbable  that  the  cemetery  would  again  be  used  by  civilians,  as  its 
situation,  though  most  convenient  for  ships,  was  not  well  adapted  for  shore  purposes. 

Under  these  circumstances  my  Lords  no  not  consider  that  any  assistance  can  be  expected  from  the 
civil  residents  at  Zanzibar,  and  as  it  is  not  desirable  to  ask  Naval  officers  to  contribute,  my  Lords 
consider  that  the  cemetery,  now  wholly  a  Naval  one,  should  be  maintained  fi*om  public  funds. 

A  statement  shoAving  the  manner  and  extent  to  which  the  ordinary  yearly  appropriation  of  50/.  for 
repairs  to  Naval  cemeteries  was  applied  in  1897-98  is  enclosed.

I  AM  commandeil  by  the  Lords  Commi.ssioncrs  of  the  Admiralty  to  request  that  you  will  be  good 
enough  to  lay  the  following  facts  relating  to  |the  CJoastguard  Station  [at  Fishboume  in  the  Newhaveu 
District,  before  the  Ijords  C'ommissioners  c)f  Her  Majesty's  Treasury. 

The  Coastguard  at  this  Station,  consisting  of  an  ofticer  and  seven  men,  are  accomnunlated  in  houses 
held  on  yearly  tenancies  at  a  total  rent  of  96/.  jier  annuiUj  the  Admiralty  being  liable  for  internal  repairs, 
rates,  etc.,  and  the  landhnxl  for  external  repairs.  A  building  containing  boat-house  and  watch-room  is 
also  held  on  similar  conditioiis  at  a  yearly  rent  of  20/. 

The  present  water  supply  is  derived  from  two  wells,  one  of  which  lias  failed  on  two  occasions;  the 
other  is  a  public  one,  and  affords  a  good  supply,  but  it  is  twenty  yards  from  the  station,  and  the  water 
has  t<»  be  carried  by  haiul. 

It  is  found  on  analysis  that  the  water  from  both  wells  Ls  of  doubtful  purity,  and  directions  have  been 
given  that  it  should  Ixi  Ixiiled  for  drinking  purjKises. 

The  Binstead  Parish  Council  are  proposing  to  extend  the  Hyde  water  main  to  Fishbourne  and 
Kitehill  at  an  outlav  of  about  8r)0/.,  so  that  the  whole  })arish  may  have  an  abundant  and  wholesome 
supply  of  water,  and  they  ask  the  Admiralty  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  work.  The  carrying 
out  OT  the  scheme  will  deiKind  on  the  assistance  received.

The  provisions  in  Vote  10  for  Foundations  for  Machinery  are  not  intended  to  cover  any  specific  work 
which  nas  been  estimated. 

In  this  matter  Vote  10  is  merely  the  servant  of  Vote  8,  and  finds  means  of  fixing  such  machines  as 
are  jjrovided  by  the  latter  Vote  during  any  year. 

In  some  causes  the  machines  to  be  provided  are  not  settled  when  Vote  10  is  closed  ;  in  others  the 
detailed  designs  of  such  machines  as  have  been  approved  are  not  settled  till  well  on  in  the  financial 
year. 

The  provision  in  Vote  10  also  includes  expenditure  on  Repair  and  Maintenance  of  Foundations  to 
existing  machines,  and  sometimes  for  moving  them  to  other  sites. 

The  smns  taken  under  various  districts  can  therefore  only  be  regarded  as  provisional :  the  actual 
amounts  provided  are  based  mainly  on  general  experience,  and  taking  one  district  with  another  there  is 
probably  not  a  great  deal  of  variation  in  the  total  exi)enditure. 
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Under  the  recent  Treasury  ruling  in  letter  dated  30th  December  1898  (No.  19,605—98),  the  totals  of  the 
Home  and  Foreign  Districts  respectively  under  Sub-heads  K  and  L  are  to  Ije  treated  as  Aggr^;ates  in 
future,  and  this  ^yill  consequently  allow  of  short  expenditure  on  such  work  as  Foundations  for  Machinery 
in  one  district  being  applied  to  meet  unfore^ieen  needs  in  another  without  variation  in  tlie  aggregate 
amounts.

It  appears  that  the  iron  gates  require  painting  and  the  graves  have  weeds  growing  over  them,  and 
further  that  the  remainder  of  the  cemetery,  which  is  of  large  extent  and  was  presented  by  the  Saltan  of 
Turkey,  and  walled  in  by  him  at  a  cost  of  400/.,  is  in  an  uncared-for  state. 

It  hais  been  suggested  that  the  ground  should  be  laid  out  as  a  garden  at  a  cost  of  about  50/.,  a  man 
being  employed  to  l(X>k  after  it,  which  would  cost  20/.  to  25/.  a  year.  It  has  also  been  suggests!  that  as 
an  act  of  courtesy  towards  tlie  Sultan,  a  ^lemorial  should  be  erected  in  the  centre  of  the  ground  to  the 
memory  of  the  officers  and  men  who  were  lost  in  the  **  Victoria." 

My  Loi-ds  consider  that  the  grounds  sliould  be  put  in  good  order,  and  a  plain  Memorial  Tablet  erected, 
but  they  think  that  if  put  in  good  order,  a  small  sum  yearly  would  suffice  to  keep  it  up.

3.  It  is  now  reported,  however,  that  owing  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  Vote,  urgent  repairs  will  have  to 
be  postponed  to  the  detriment  of  the  service,  notably  to  water  mains,  roofs  and  roads.  The  water 
mains  in  particular  are  in  urgent  need  of  increased  attention.  Both  in  Devonport  and  Keyham  Yards 
they  are  badly  choked.  The  fire  service  is  seriously  crippled  in  conseouence.  At  Keyham  there  is  great 
loss  of  time  in  filling  the  Caissons  and  ^neral  difficulty  in  meeting  the  various  demands  on  the  water 
supply.  In  several  cases,  where  the  mains  have  been  opened  up,  they  have  been  found  so  furred  and 
corroded  as  not  to  have  more  than  one-third  of  their  proper  carrying  capacity. 

4.  The  roofs  in  greatest  need  of  repair  are  those  in  the  Royal  William  Victualling  Yard,  and  the  roads 
more  particularly  requiring  attention  are  on  the  main  lines  of  coal  traffic  and  near  principal  points  for 
landing  stores,  &c.  in  the  dockyards. 

5.  In  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  it  is  necessary  that  the  buildings,  roads,  <kc.,  should  be 
properly  maintained. 

6.  It  is  estimated  that  a  further  sum  of  1,500/.  will  be  reouired  for  repairs  in  the  Devonport  District ; 
and  I  am  to  request  that  you  will  move  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury  to  sanction  an  excess  up  to  that 
amount  on  the  understanding  that  a  further  communication  will  be  made  to  the  Treasury  as  to  the 
provision  of  funds  if  it  should  be  found  impossible  to  meet  it  out  of  the  aggregate  of  Vote  10.

The  total  estimate  for  the  work,  2,500/.,  provided  for  a  6-inch  main,  with  the  necessary  meter-house, 
meter^  &c.,  for  conveying  the  water  from  FeiTy  Bridge  to  Portland.  The  service,  although  carried  out 
by  the  Admiralty,  was  undertaken  for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  Navy,  War  Office,  and  Home  Office,  and 
arrangementa  were  made  for  its  cost  to  be  borne  by  those  Departments  in  the  following  pro{)ortions, 
viz.  :--

In  addition  to  tne  above,  certain  subsidiary  work  was  found  necessary  in  connection  with  distribution 
of  water  from  the  point  where  the  service  common  to  the  three  Departments  ended,  which  those 
Departments  undertook  to  do  for  themselves  in  each  case,  and  for  which  no  provision  was  made  in  the 
total  estimate  of  2,500/.

for  the  services  of  tugs,  dock  charges,  demurrage,  &c.,  and  that  the  repairs  to  the  "  Cortesia  "  should  be 
executed  at  the  Naval  Dockyard  at  the  expense  of  the  Admiralty,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  182/.,  also 
that  the  law  costs  of  both  parties  should  be  paid  by  the  Admiralty.

The  next  day  the  "Livlig"  whilst  bein?  towed  by  the  "Cleopatra"  to  Copanhagon,  sank,  without 
warning,  with  all  the  cargo  and  effects  of  the  crew  on  board. 

A  claim  amounting  to  963/.  15«.  3c?.  has  been  preferred  by  the  owners  of  the  "Livlig"  for 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  vessel  and  the  effects  of  the  crew,  and  I  am  to  request  that  the

During  the  torpedo  practice  carried  out  on  H.M.S.  "  Nile,"  in  Plymouth  Sound  on  the  15th  December 
last,  tJie  trawler  Victor,"  which  was  i)roceeding  to  sea,  was  observed  to  be  coming  near  the  line  of  fire. 
The  firing  operations  were  suspended  until  the  vessel  was  some  eighty  yards  past  the  line  of  range,  and 
between  300  and  400  yards  from  the  "  Nile." 

The  torpedo,  on  being  fired,  ran  straight  for  a  short  distance,  and  then,  from  some  cause  unexplained, 
began  to  deflect  very  rapidly  to  the  left,  eventually  striking  the  "  Victor  ^  which  was  at  that  time  about 
100  yards  to  the  left  of  the  range.  A  boat's  crew  was  at  once  sent  from  H.M.  ship  to  the 
assistance  of  the  vessel,  and  sis  she  was  fast  making  water,  she  was  beached  to  prevent  her  sinking  in 
deep  water.  When  the  tide  rose,  the  "  Victor  "  did  not  right  herself,  but  filled  and  remained  on  the 
mud,  completely  submerged. 

The  actual  damage  caused  through  being  struck  by  the  torpedo  was  inconsiderable  compared  with 
that  sustained  by  the  subsequent  beaching  and  submersion. 

The  Dockyard  Authorities  at  Devonport  estimated  the  damage,  including  demurrage,  at  344/.,  but  a 
settlement  has  been  effected  whereby  the  owner  has  accepted  the  sum  of  250/.  in  full  satisfaction  of  all 
claims,  which  settlement  my  Lords  consider  to  be  satisfactory. 

I  am  accordingly  to  invite  the  covering  sanction  of  their  Lordships  of  the  Treasury  to  this  payment 
of  250/.

My  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have  received  from  the  Naval  Commander-in-Chief  on  the 
China  station  an  application  for  a  grant  from  public  funds  towards  the  expense  of  fitting  up  buildings 
on  the  island  of  Liu-Kung-Tau  (Wei-hai-Wei),  selected  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  canteen  for  the  men 
of  Her  Majesty's  fleet. 

In  representing  that  the  money  proposed  to  be  expended  on  the  canteen  will  be  well  laid  out  in 
providing  for  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  the  men  of  the  ships  stationed  at  Wei-hai-Wei,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  leave  on  the  island  of  Liu-Kung-Tau,  where  amuse- 
ments are  few,  is  the  only  relaxation  that  the  ships'  companies  can  have  in  the  course  of  many  weeks. 
He  further  emjihasises  the  necessity  for  establishing  a  canteen  by  pointing  out  that  liouor  is  not  now 
allowed  on  the  island,  and  that,  with  the  view  to  the  advantage  of  the  seamen  and  of  t}ie  service  gener- 
ally, this  prohibition  should  be  continued  except  in  respect  of  the  canteen  supplies,  having  regard  to  the 
prejudicial  effect  of  the  spirits  which  might  be  surreptitiously  brought  into  the  island  by  Chinese. 

My  Lords  are  fully  of  opinion  that  the  Commander-in-Chiefs  application  should  be  granted,  especially 
considering  the  rigour  of  the  winter  months  at  Wei-hai-Wei,  and  that  the  estimate  for  the  work 
required  is  1,017  dols.  (about  100/.)  only.  I  am  accordingly  to  ask  you  to  move  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  to  sanction — to  the  extent  of  this  estimate — an  excess  on  the  provi- 
sion for  "  Contribution  in  aid  of  Sailors'  Homes  "  under  Navy  Vote  11,  Sub-head  T.,  observing  that  the 
full  sum  voted — 810/. — ^has  already  been  allocated  to  other  services.  It  is  hoped  that  the  excess  will  be 
met  by  savings  on  the  other  items  of  the  Sub-head.

Treasury  that  they  find  it  impossible,  at  the  present  time,  or  indeed  before  the  Naval  Works  Bill  is 
introduced,  to  frame  any  trustworthy  estimate  of  the  total  cost  of  establishing  a  small  Naval  depdt  at 
Wei-hai-Wei  -,  and  before  doing  so  it  will  be  the  du,ty  of  my  Lords  to  consider  veiy  carefully  the  exact 
requirements  of  the  place. 

Moreover,  when  these  points  have  been  decided  there  will  still  remain  much  preliminary  work  to  be 
done  in  preparing  plans,  «fec. 

In  the  above  circumstances  their  Lordships  feel  that  it  would  be  premature  to  attempt  to  make 
provision  for  a  Naval  dep6t  at  Wei-hai-Wei  in  the  Naval  Works  Bill  of  the  present  Session^  more 
especially  as  it  would  be  necessary,  in  accordance  with  precedence,  to  include  therein  a  "  total  estimate  " 
in  column  1  of  the  Schedule  ;  and  any  figure  which  could  at  present  be  suggested  would  not  only  be 
very  speculative,  but  might  also  be  seriously  misleading  both  to  the  Treasury  and  to  Parliament.

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The  total  net  surplus  of  247,524/.  Hs,  !</.,  which  will  have  to  be  surrendered  to  the  Exchequer  by 
write-off  from  Navy  Votes,  is  approximately  the  same  amount  (200,000/.)  as  was  anticipated  by  the 
Board  of  Admiralty  on  15th  March  last,  and  provisionally  accepted  by  the  Treasury  Minute  of  22ud 
March  1899,  printed  at  page  123  of  the  Appropriation  Account,  the  principal  cause  of  variation  being  an 
excess  receipt  of  59.060/.

With  regard  to  stocks  of  stores,  my  Lords  observe  that,  whereas  it  was  originally  intended  to  deplete 
Naval  Stores,  &c  under  Vote  8,  II.  by  100,000/.,  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  stocks  to  the  amoont 
of  143,724/.  (less  3,980/.  decrease  on  revaluation),  niaking  a  total  difference  of  239,744/.,  as  agamst  a 
net  increase  m  expenditure  (compared  with  the  original  estimate)  of  289,447/.  My  Lords  gather  that 
the  difference  (49,793/.)  is  due  to  large  payments  msAe  within  this  year  for  stores  brought  into  stock  in 
the  previous  year,  or  remaining  to  be  brought  into  stock  at  the  close  of  the  year,  while  on  the  other 
hana  the  prices  cnarged  against  ships,  &c,  apparently  exceeded  the  purchase  cost  by  about  50,000/. 

In  connection  with  Sub-Head  S.  of  Vote  10,  the  net  increase  in  value  of  stocks  of  stores  on  Ist  April 
1899  was  803/.  only,  while  the  excess  expenditure  on  purchases  was  21,528/.  11».  2d.  My  Lords  would 
be  glad  to  be  favoured  with  an  explanation  of  the  difference.

Sd.,  and  there  is  an  excess 
of  Actual  over  Estimated  Receipts  imder  Appropriations  in  Aid  amounting  to 
59,060/.

4.  There  has  been  a  very  large  suiii  expended  in  connection  with  the  Extra  Time 
worked  by  wages  lueii  at  H.M.  Home  Dockyards  in  1898-99. 

Parti(Jiilar  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  local  checks  and  counter-checks  upon 
this  important  item  of  expenditure,  which  requires  lo  be  specially  safeguarded  ajjainst 
possible  abuses  or  irregularities;  and  a  representative  section  of  the  transactions  at 
Devonport  Dockyard  (where  the  increase  of  extra  pay  was  most  marked  in  1898-99)  has 
been  subjected  by  my  local  staff  to  a  close  test-examination. 

As  a  result  of  this  examination,  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  discrepancy  l>ctwe(^n 
various  subsidiary  records,  upon  which  Extra  Time  payments  depend,  has  been  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Admiralty ;  but,  after  local  investigation  on  his  behalf,  the  Accountant 
Greneral  of  the  Xavy  expresses  his  belief  that,  notwithstonding  the  differences,  the 
payments  made  were  substantiallv  correct. 

The  questions  raised,  however,  throw  doubt  upon  the  efKcacy  of  the  present  system  in 
some  of  its  details  for  coping  with  the  emergency  of  large  numbers  of  men  coming  upon 
the  Extra  Time  Lists :  and  this  would  probably  be  the  view  of  the  Admiralty,  for  1  have 
recently  been  informed  by  the  Accountant  General  that  "  the  whole  question  of  the 
"  method  of  paying  for  extra  time  is  at  present  under  considemtion.*'

Contract  Work. 

Compensation  to  Cmitractors  for  delay  In  supplying  Armoitr  Plates. 

5.  A  sum  of  1,580Z.  is  included  under  Sub-head  C.  "  Hulls  of  Ships,  &c.  Building  by 
Contract,"  in  respect  of  a  payment  to  a  firm  of  shipbuilders,  as  compensation  for  extra 
expense  incurred  througn  no  fault  of  their  own  in  the  construction  of  H.M.S. 
"  Albion." 

This  firm  was  dependent  for  due  progress  in  their  work  upon  the  supply  of  arniour 
plates  by  a  firm  of  armour-plate  manufacturers,  who  were  under  contract  with  the 
Acbniralty  to  supply  plates  at  given  dates,  but  were  unable  to  fulfil  their  time-obligations 
from  circumstances  connected  with  the  engineers'  strike  of  1897. 

It  might  have  been  expected  in  such  a  case  that  the  armour-plate  manufacturers 
could  be  held  liable  to  contribute  to  the  loss  involved  in  the  payment  of  compensation 
to  the  shipbuilders,  but  it  appears  that  there  are  no  penalty  clauses  in  the  armour- 
plate  contracts. 

The  Admiralty  thus  seem  to  stand  at  a  disadvanta<^e  in  regard  to  contracts  of  this 
class,  as  cases  of  delay  arising  from  other  than  the  strike  causes  (which  offer  a  reasonable 
explanation  of  delay  in  the  present  instance)  might  occur,  involving  losses,  without 
remedy  against  the  parties  in  default,  unless  delay  is  held  in  itself  to  afford  a  ground 
of  action  tor  breach  of  contract. 

I  therefore  asked  to  be  informed  whether  their  Lordships  had  satisfied  themselves 
under  legal  advice  that,  even  without  penalising  clauses,  contractors  in  such  cases  could 
not  be  compelled  to  contribute  to  any  losses  arising  from  their  own  fault. 

In  reply,  the  Admiralty  state  that  they  are  advised  that  they  could  brine  actions 
for  breach  of  contract  in  such  cases,  the  measure  of  damages  being  the  aifferonoc 
between  the  contract  price  and  the  market  price  of  the  plates,  but  that  it  is  a  matter 
of  great  doubt  whether  the  bringing  of  such  actions  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  public 
service ;  and  that  in  regard  to  the  future  they  are  fully  alive  to  the  mischief  which 
may  happen  in  consequence  of  delay,  and  ^vill  not  hesitate  to  take  advantage  of  every 
means  in  their  power  to  prevent  it. 

The  correspondence  on  this  subject  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

6.  In  continuation  of  the  remarks  in  the  last  part  of  paragraph  7  of  my  Report  upon 
the  Navy  Appropriation  Account,  1897-98, 1  have  to  state  that  I  have  recently  inquired 
of  the  Admiralty  whether  the  five  torpedo-boat  destroyers  "  Brazen,"  "  Electra,** "  Recruit," 
"  Vulture,"  and  "  Kestrel,"  have  successfully  passed  their  steam  trials  and  have  been 
accepted,  subject  to  penalty  or  otherwise;  and,  in  pursuance  of  paragraph  6  of  the 
Fourth  Report  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee,  1899,  I  have  forwarded  a  further  list, 
giving  particulars  of  11  other  torpedo-boat  destroyers  in  arrear  of  delivery,  with  regard 
to  whicn  I  have  invited  such  information  as  their  Lordships  may  be  disposed  to  aflford. 

The  communication  of  my  Department,  to  which  I  have  not  at  present  received  a  reply, 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

Delay  in  the  Delivery  of  Guns, 

7.  It  was  noticed  in  the  examination  of  the  payments  under  Vote  9,  Naval  Armaments,  Arrear  in  delivery 
that  considerable  sums  had  been  paid  as  instalments  tor  certain  New  Pattern  12-inch  ^^  i2-in.  guns. 
Guns,  in  the  clearance  of  which  there  appeared  to  be  some  delay.     Out  of  a  batch  of  six 

guns,  one  only,  which  was  approximately  eight  months  in  arrear  of  contract  date  for 
delivery,  has  been  proved  and  finally  accepted ;  and  that  gun,  being  defective  in  its  rifling, 
was  accepted  at  a  reduction  of  450i.  for  "  experimental  services."  I  have  inquired 
whether  the  question  of  inflicting  penalties  m  these  cases  was  considered  by  the 
Admiralty,  but  as  yet  have  received  no  reply. 

8.  It  was  also  noticed  that  certain  6-inch  guns,  to  the  early  delivery  of  which  the 
Admiralty  appear  to  have  attached  importance,  were  received  in  arrear  of  contract  dates 
for  deUvery ;  and  I  have  inquired  whether  the  question  of  inflicting  penalties  in  these 
cases  was  considered  by  their  Lordships.  In  reply,  I  have  been  inlormed  that  it  is  not 
the  practice  of  the  Admiralty  to  deal  with  individual  guns  as  received,  but  to  consider 
the  question  of  enforcing  penalties  in  connexion  with  the  supplies  under  a  contract  as  a 
whole. 

The  last  gun  under  this  particular  contract  was  finally  accepted  into  the  Service  in 
December  last  only,  and  the  question  of  penalty  is  now  under  consideration. 

The  correspondence  on  these  subjects,  together  >vith  particulars  of  the  guns  concerned, 
wiU  be  found  in  the  Appendix.

This  increased  cost  is  admitted  to  be  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  the  levels,  as  shown  ^h^  lump  sum  fixed 
on  Admiralty  drawings  furnished  to  contractors  for  purposes  of  Tender,  were  inaccurate  by  contract ;  in 
and  misleading ;  but  the  Admiralty  had  protected  themselves  against  liability  for  possible  part  an  "  act  of 
error  in  this  particular,  by  a  clause  in  the  contract,  which  threw  upon  contractors  the  8™^^- ' 
responsibility  of  verifying  the  accuracy  of  the  soundings,  if  they  should  consider  it 
necessary. 

The  firm  of  contractors,  whose  tender  for  the  work  at  6,940i.  was  accepted  by  the 
Admiralty,  commenced  operations  without  previous  verification  of  the  soundings ;  and, 
after  these  soundings  were  found  by  them  to  be  very  inaccurate,  they  wrote  to  the 
Admiralty  representing  that  as  the  variation  was  so  great  they  did  not  expect  to  be  held 
responsible  either  for  time  of  completion  or  for  cost,  as  stipulated,  in  their  contract. 

As  a  result  of  this  complication,  it  was  arranged  by  the  Admiralty  to  modify  the 
design  of  the  work  partly  to  meet  the  altered  conditions  found  to  exist,  and  partly  to 
expedite  completion,  but  no  cancellation  of  the  contract  appears  to  have  taken  place. 

When  the  contractors'  account  for  a  sum  largely  beyond  that  fixed  by  the  contract 
was  under  consideration,  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Treasury  Solicitor  for  an  opinion 
as  to  whether  the  contractors'  claim  that  they  were  not  liable  for  the  accuracy  of  the 
levels  was  correct ;  and  his  reply  was  as  follows :  "  I  do  not  think  there  has  been  any 
"misrepresentation  in  this  case  on  the  part  of  the  Admiralty  so  as  to  entitle  the 
"  contractors,  as  of  right,  to  be  paid  the  extra  cost  of  construction  due  to  the  inaccuracy 
"  of  the  soundings.  If  the  matter  goes  further,  I  should  like  to  know  if  you  admit  the 
"  inaccuracy,  and,  if  so,  how  you  account  for  it." 

So  far  as  I  am  aware  no  further  reference  w^as  made  to  the  Solicitor,  but  the  Admiralty 
appear  to  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  in  equity  the  contractors  could  not  be  held 
liable  for  the  extra  work  involved. 

Pa3nnent  of  11,895Z.  was  accordingly  made  to  the  contractors  in  compromise  of  a 
claim  of  15,315Z.,  with  Treasury  concurrence  in  so  far  as  the  increase  in  cost  was  con- 
cerned ;  but  it  did  not  appear  from  the  papers  submitted  to  my  Department  that  the 
Treasury  had  been  informed  that  the  extra  payment  was  not  "of  right,"  but  (as  it 
appeared  to  me)  an  act  of  grace.  I  accordingly  mvited  an  explanation  from  the  Admiralty 
on  this  point,  and  from  the  correspondence  on  the  subject  I  learn  that  the  Treasury  had  not 
been  advised  of  the  Treasury  Solicitor's  opinion,  and  that  the  Admiralty  did  not  accept  the 
view  that  the  interpretation  of  his  opinion  would  bring  the  extra  payment  into  the  category 
of  an  "  act  of  gi*ace."  They  maintained  that  the  large  change  of  design  and  alteration  in 
the  method  of  construction  altered  the  character  of  the  work ;  and  they  pointed  out  that 
the  facts  had  been  fully  set  forth  in  their  letter  to  the  Treasury  of  3rd  February  1899^ 
(see  page  152  of  the  Navy  Appropriation  Account,  1898-99). 

In  these  circumstances  I  tnought  it  desirable  to  ascertain  whether  the  Treasury  agreed 
with  me  in  thinking  that,  whatever  the  equity  of  the  case  might  be,  the  extra  payment 
involved  an  "  act  of  grace  "  requiring  their  previous  sanction ;  and  I  have  recently  been 
informed  that,  in  their  opinion,  as  some  part  of  this  payment  was  made  in  respect  of 
extra  excavation,  the  additional  payment  was  to  that  extent  an  act  of  grace. 

It  would  thus  seem  that  the  Treasury  accept  the  Admiralty  view  that  some  part,  and 
presumably  a  large  part,  of  the  extra  expense  was  the  result  of  a  change  of  design  and 
alteration  m  the  method  of  construction,  for  the  extra  cost  of  which  the  contractors  could 
not  be  held  liable ;  but  in  the  circumstances  I  have  thought  it  ri^ht  to  notice  the  matter 
in  connection  with  the  excess  expenditure  shown  upon  the  item  m  the  Account.

15.  A  sum  of  16,430?.  has  been  charged  to  Sub-head  B.,  Dockyards  at  Home  (page  81a),  Absence  of 
in  respect  ot  the  purchase  of  the  foreshore,  &c.,  of  the  Tamar  for  which  the  Conveyance  conveyancei. 
has  not  yet  been  executed. 

The  Admiralty  are,  however,  in  possession  of  the  property,  and  the  Solicitor  to  the 
Treasurv  has  advised  that  the  letters  which  have  passea  between  the  vendors  and  the 
Admiralty  constitute  a  binding  contract.  • 
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Large  variations 
trom  Estimate 
under  Sub-head  S.

Sums  of  14,897i.  178.  4d,  and  594Z.  13«.  4d,  have  been  charged  to  Sub-heads  C, 
Dockyards  Abroad,  and  I.,  Naval  Armaments  (pages  84  and  92),  in  respect  of  purchases 
of  land,  &c.,  at  Wei-hai-wei  for  which  the  necessary  deeds  have  not  yet  reached  the 
Admiralty.  As  regards  a  portion  of  these  purchases,  represented  by  a  sum  of  2,807t., 
it  appears  that  as  the  purchase  money  was  handed  over  to  the  Vendor's  Agent  on  27th 
Januarj'^  1899,  the  Treasury  Solicitor  considered  that  it  might  be  safely  assumed  that 
possession  was  taken  and  the  transaction  completed  before  the  31st  March  1899 ;  but, 
as  regards  the  rest,  no  definite  information  is  so  far  before  my  Department,  showing 
that  matters  were  practically  completed  prior  to  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

Sub-head  8. — "  Stores  to  be  Purchcised  "  {Tiet). 

16.  The  gross  expenditure  under  Sub-head  S.,  Stores  to  be  Purchased  (page  102),  is 
170,522^.  14s.  3d.  against  an  estimated  expenditure  of  91,000^.,  and  the  credit  for  stores 
issued  to  works,  &c.,  is  140,994Z.  3«.  \d,  agamst  an  estimated  credit  of  83,000i.,  while  the 
net  expenditiu'e  on  the  Sub-head  as  a  whole  is  29,528i.  lis.  2d.  against  an  estimated 
expencuture  of  8,000i.,  leaving  an  over-expenditure  of  21,528/.  11*.  2a. 

There  are  thus  again  very  considerable  variations  between  estimated  and  actual  results 
under  this  composite  Sub-head,  in  its  second  year  of  existence. 

The  net  excess  on  the  Sub- head  is  in  part  attributable  to  extra  expenditure  set  out  in 
Admiralty  Letter  of  8th  March  1899,  on  page  200  (lO.OOOi.) ;  and  to  the  absence  of 
anticipated  credits  for  the  use  of  dredgers  at  daily  rates  (mentioned  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  letter  just  referred  to),  which  would,  if  earned,  have  gone  Jis  a  set-off  to  the  extra 
expenditure  incurred. 

Some  part,  however,  of  the  excess  appears,  from  the  subsidiary  statement  of  classified 
ti-ansactions  under  Sub-head  S.,  recently  furnished  to  my  Department,  to  have 
arisen  from  the  fact  that  materials  were  purchased  beyond  the  requirements  of  the 
services  to  which  issues  were  made  on  repa}Tnent ;  ana  I  inquired  of  the  Admiralty 
why  there  is  not  an  increase  of  stock,  owing  to  this  cause,  amounting  approximately  to 
6,000Z.  instead  of  the  increase  of  803Z.  only  snown  in  the  footnote  on  page  41. 

In  reply  I  am  informed  that  an  agreement  cannot  be  expected  between  the  results  of 
the  stock  valuation  on  the  one  hand  and  the  year's  money  transactions  on  the  other,  and 
reference  is  made  to  several  factors  which  have  a  disturbing  effect  on  such  a  comparison ; 
but  no  indication  is  given  of  the  extent  to  which  the  vanous  factors  contribute  to  the 
considerable  difference  between  presumptive  and  actual  results. 

The  query  and  reply  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

While  acimitting  that  disturbing  factors  exist,  I  am  not  prepared  to  adopt  the 
Admiralty  view  that  agreement  cannot  be  expected.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  by  the 
institution  of  departmental  records  (if  they  do  not  already  exist)  the  disturbing  fetctors 
should  be  able  to  be  so  earmarked  in  detail  as  to  be  used  in  effecting  a  close  (if  not 
actual)  agreement  between  the  outcome  of  transactions  under  Sub-Head  S.  and  the 
state  of  stock.

Hire  of  Steam  Vessels  in  connection  with  affairs  in  Crete, 

17.  The  greater  part  of  the  total  sum  (ll,750i.  4s.  3ci.)  charged  under  (new)  Sub- 
head X.  of  Vote  11,  represents  special  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  continued 
presence  of  the  Fleet  in  Cretan  Waters. 

Part  also  is  attributable  to  the  hire  ot  a  transport  for  the  accommodation  of  refiigees 
at  the  time  of  the  evacuation  of  Crete  by  the  Turkish  troops. 

The  Treasury  considered  that  the  circumstances  and  nature  of  the  service  took  the 
hire  of  this  vessel  out  of  the  category  of  charges  proper  to  be  defrayed  from  the  Civil 
Contingencies  Fund,  and  it  was  decided  that  its  cost  should  stand  as  a  charge  against 
Navy  Votes. 

Other  public  expenditure  in  connection  with  Crete  has  been  charged  in  the  Army 
Account,  1898-99,  and  in  the  Civil  Service  Account  of  the  \"ote  for  Diplomatic  and 
Consular  Services,  1898-99,  and  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  Reports  on  those 
Accounts.

Naval  and  Marine  Pensions,  Gratuities,  &c. 

Compensation  to  a  Naval  Officer  for  Woxiiids  received  while  on  Sjiecial  Service 

in  Egypt. 

18.  The  charges  against  the  Naval  Pensions  Vote  include  the  payment  of  a  gratuity, 
equivalent  to  one  year's  full  pay  (365Z.),  to  a  Naval  Officer  who  was  woimded  in  1896 
while  tempoi-arily  employed  under  the  Eg}'ptian  Government  on  Special  Service  as 
Commander  of  the  Nile  Flotilla. 

As  the  result  of  a  Report  of  an  Int-er-departmcntal  Conference  on  Wounds  Pensions 
to   British   Officers   in   Egypt,   the   Lords   Commissioners   of  Her   Majest/s  Treasury 
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agreed  early  in  1899  that  "Special  Service  Officers  sent  to  Egypt  on  duty  without 
"  accepting  appointments  in  the  Egyptian  Anny  and  obtaining  the  status  of  Egyptian 
"  Officers,  and  who  are  wounded  m  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  should  be  deaft  mth 
"  under  the  Army  Pay  Warrant  or  Queen's  Regulations  for  the  Navy,  and  be  granted 
"  the  Pensions  and  Gratuities  that  the  same  allow  to  Officers  wounded  in  the  service 
"  of  the  British  Army  or  Navy." 

Upon  this  decision  and  in  accordance  with  Articles  2097  and  2107  of  the  Queen's 
Regulations,  the  Gratuity  above  referred  to  has  been  paid  to  the  Officer  in  question, 
and  he  is  further  entitled  to  a  Wounds  Pension  of  1301.  a  year. 

The  case  is  mentioned  here  because  it  is  the  first  of  the  kind  that  has  come  under 
the  notice  ot  my  Department.

1  AM  directed  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords 
(Commissioners  of  tlie  Admiralty,  that  his  attention  haa  been  drawn  to  a  payment  (by  Store  Bill 
16,868  of  30th  March  1899)  of  1,580/.,  made  to  a  firm  of  shipbuilders  as  compensation  for  extra  expense 
incurred,  through  no  default  of  their  own,  in  the  construction  of  H.M.S.  "  Albion." 

It  appears  that  the  armour  manufacturers,  who  were  under  contract  with  the  Admiralty  to  supply 
the  armour  plates  of  tlie  "  Albion  "  at  given  dates,  were  unable,  from  circumstances  connected  with  the 
Engineer  strike  of  1897,  to  supply  them  in  time;  and  the  shipbuilders  were  put  to  extra  expense  in 
fixing  the  plates  after  the  ship  was  launched  instead  of  before  (when  the  ship  was  on  the  blocksX  as 
well  as  to  mcreased  cost  owing  to  general  stoppage  and  disorganisation  of  work. 

The  Admiralty  and  the  Treasury  appear  to  be  in  agreement  as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  claim  of 
the  shipbuilders  for  compensation :  and  they  do  not  consider  that  the  annour  manufacturers  in  default 
can  be  called  upon  to  contribute  to  the  loss  on  the  ground  that  there  are  no  penalizing  clauses  in  the 
armour-plate  contracts.  If  the  manufacturers  in  default  cannot  be  called  upon  to  make  good  such 
losses  on  the  ground  stated,  the  Admu*alty  stand  at  a  serious  disadvantage  m  regard  to  contracts  of 
this  class,  and  (apart  from  the  exceptional  nature  of  the  present  delay)  may,  in  cases  of  delay  arising 
from  other  tlian  strike  causes,  be  again  placed  in  a  position  where  they  must  incur  losses  without 
remedy  against  the  parties  in  default. 

I  am  therefore  to  inquire  whether  their  Lordships  have  satisfied  themselves  under  legal  advice  that 
even  without  penalizing  clauses,  contractors  in  sucn  a  case  as  this  could  not  be  compelled  to  contribute 
to  a  loss  arising  from  their  own  default.

I  AM  commanded  by  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  acquaint  you  that  they  have  had 
under  consideration  your  communication,  dated  the  29th  July  1899,  No.  477,  relative  to  the  payment 
of  1,580/.,  which  was  made  to  a  firm  of  shipbuilders,  as  compensation  for  extra  expense  mcurred 
through  no  default  of  their  own,  in  the  construction  of  H.M.S.  "Albion,"  and  in  reply,  i  am  to  inform 
you  that  their  Lordships  have  been  legally  advised  that  on  the  expiration  of  the  period  within  which 
plates  ought  to  be  delivered  the  Admiralty  could  bring  an  action  for  breach  of  contract,  the  measure 
of  damages  being  the  diti*erence  between  the  contract  price  and  the  market  price  of  the  plates,  but 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  great  doubt  whether  the  bringing  of  such  action  would  he  of  advantage  te  the 
public  ser^dce,  or  hasten  the  delivery  of  the  plates. 

2.  In  the  particular  case  under  consideration,  there  were  circumstances  which,  in  the  opinion  of  my 
Lords,  rendered  recourse  to  legal  advice  unnecessary. 

3.  I  am  to  add  that  in  regard  to  the  future,  my  Lords  are  fully  alive  to  the  mischief  which  may 
happen  in  consequence  of  delay,  and  will  not  hesitate  to  take  advantage  of  every  means  in  their  power 
to  prevent  it.

Referring  to  Admiralty  letter  of  the  18th  January  last,  on  the  subject  of  delay  in  delivery  of 
certain  torpedo-lioat  destroyers,  I  am  directed  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  (General  to  inquire 
whether  the  five  boats  ("  Brazen,"  "  Electra,"  "  Recruit,'^  "  Vulture,"  and  "  Kestrel  ")  mentioned  in  the 
last  paragraph,  have  successfully  passed  their  speed  trials  and  have  been  accepted  subject  to  penalty 
or  otherwise.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Coiuptroller  and  Auditor  General  to  .state,  for  the  infonnati«)n  of  the  Lor(W 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  his  attention  han  been  drawn  to  certain  instalment  paynientn 
made  to  Contractors  during  the  years  1898-99  and  1899-1900  in  respect  of  new  pattern  12 -inch  guns, 
which  appear  to  be  in  arrear  of  the  contract  date.s  of  delivery,  thus  coming  within  the  |>enalty  clauses 
of  the  contracts  under  which  they  have  been  manufactured.  The  particulars  of  the  guns  referred  to 
will  be  found  in  the  enclosed  statement. 

The  Papers  (G.  1879—99),  which  support  the  final  payment  for  the  first  gun  (No.  12:5)  delivered, 
show  that  it  was  found  to  be  defective  m  its  rifling  and  was  accepted  under  reference  to  the  Ordnance 
Committee  as  for  "experimental  services,"  a  sum  of  450/.  bein^  aeducted  from  the  contract  price  a8  a 
contribution  towards  the  eventual  makinc  good  of  its  deficiencies. 

There  is,  however,  no  information  to  show  whether  the  cjuestion  of  inflicting  a  penaltjr  in  thi.s  case 
for  late  delivery  was  considered,  and  I  am  to  inquire  whether  this  point  was  dealt  with  by  their 
Lordships,  and  if  so,  with  what  result. 

I  am  at  the  same  time  to  invite  an  explanation  of  the  position  of  the  remaining  guns  (N(\s. 
124—128)  as  to  acceptance  for  the  Navy ;  observing  that  large  instalments  in  respect  ot  them  stand 
charged  to  Navy  Votes  without  clearance  by  final  i)aymeiit  on  acceptance,  so  far  as  the  account  shows 
up  to  30th  September  1899,  and  that  they  also  were  late  in  delivery.

I  AM  commanded  by  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
Mr.  Lennox  Woods'  letter,  dated  14th  December  1899,  No.  780,  in  regard  to  the  delay  in  delivery  of 
6-inch  B.L.  Mark  VII.  guns,  and  in  reply  to  inform  you  that  the  practice  in  dealing  with  the  question 
of  whether  an^^  penalty  for  late  delivery  shall  be  enforced  is  to  take  the  particular  contract  as  a  whole, 
and  not  deal  with  individual  guns  as  received. 

The  last  gun  on  the  particular  contract  in  question,  73/4/1798,  22nd  July  1898.  was  delivered  in 
November  1899,  and  finally  accepted  into  the  Service  on  the  21st  December  last.  The  question  as  to 
whether  any  penalty  should  be  enforced  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  their  Lordships.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lordii 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  a  charge  of  8,135/.  155.  2d,  to 
Vote  10  I.,  B  (New  Works  Bill,  980),  1898-99,  being  the  final  payment  to  the  Conrractor  for  the  Launching 
Ways,  No.  3  Slip,  Dsvonport,  in  respect  of  11,895/.  15«.  id.,  representing  the  total  cost  of  work 
performed  by  him,  the  original  tender  for  which  was  accepted  at  6,940/.  only. 

2.  It  would  appear  that  this  increased  cost  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  levels  of  the  bottom?,  as  shown 
on  Admiralty  drawings,  were  inaccurate,  and  misled  the  Contractors  in  tendering.  The  Admiralty, 
however,  appear  to  have  protected  them^lves  against  jjossible  error  in  this  particular,  seeing  that 
Clause  7  of  the  specification  for  the  work  is  drawn  in  the  following  terms  : — 

'*  The  levels  of  the  bottoms,  as  shown  on  drawing,  are  plotted  from  soundings  that  have  been  carefully 
*'  taken,  and  are  believed  to  be  correct ;  but  the  Contractor  is  to  excavate  the  rock  sufficiently  to  allow 
*'  for  concrete  bed,  as  shown  on  drawing,  and  the  concrete  must  everywhere  be  bedded  on  solid  rock. 
**  If  the  Contractor  thinks  it  necessary,  he  must  satisfjr  himself  as  to  the  accuracjr  of  the  soundings,  as 
*'  no  extra  will  be  allowed  for  any  increased  quantity  of  excavation  or  material  which  would  be  required 
^'  to  obtain  a  solid  bottom  due  to  any  inaccuracy  in  these  levels." 

The  Contractors  proceeded  with  the  work  without  verifying  the  Admiralty  soundings,  and  accepted 
thereby  a  responsibility  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Treasury  Solicitor  ([to  whom  the  case  was  referred 
by  the  Admiralty),  precluded  any  claim  on  their  part  to  be  paid  "  as  of  right  the  extra  cost  of  construc- 
**  tion  due  to  the  inaccuracy  of  the  soundings." 

3.  The  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  notices,  from  the  papers  supporting  the  present  charge  in 
the  account,  that  the  Admiralty  fully  considered  the  position  of  the  Contractors  in  regard  to  the  heavy 
extra  expenditure  thus  occurring,  and  upon  a  detaileci  claim  for  work  done  amounting  to  15,315/.  3s.  Sd, 
decided  to  pay  an  agreed  sum  of  11,895?.  15s.  2d,  based  on  a  schedule  of  prices  ;  but  it  is  not  apparent 
that  when  this  compromise  was  submitted  for  Treasury  approval  the  Solicitor's  opinion  was  communi- 
cated to  their  Lordships.  I  am  therefore  to  inquire  whether  the  Treasury  were  informed  that  their 
Lordships  had  been  advised  that  the  extra  payment  was  not  "  of  right,"  but  an  act  of  grace.

In  reply  to  Mr.  Phillips'  letter  of  the  21st  March  1899,  Xo.  234,  relating  to  the  final  payment  made 
to  the  contractors  for  tne  Launching  Ways,  No.  3  Slip,  Devonport,  I  am  commanded  by  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  to  inform  you  that  the  Treasury  were  not  informed  that  m^  Lords 
had  been  "  advised  that  the  extra  payment  was  not  of  right  but  an  act  of  grace,"  nor  would  this  be  a 
correct  interpretation  of  the  Solicitor  s  minute  quoted  in  your  letter  under  reply. 

The  Solicitor's  minute  deals  only  with  the  suggestion  of  misrepresentation  on  the  part  of  the 
Admiralty^  which  there  certainly  was  not.  but  there  was  admittedly  a  large  change  of  design  and 
alteration  in  the  method  of  construction,  wnich  altered  the  character  of  the  work  and  involved  increased 
cost. 

These  facts  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  letter  of  3rd  February  1899,  which  my  Lords  caused  to  be  sent 
t)  the  Treasury,  and  my  Lords  adhere  to  the  opinion  therein  expressed  that  "there  is  no  doubt  that 
^*  work  of  this  value,  (i.e.^  11,895/.  13«.)  has  been  done.  My  Lords  are  satisfied  that  the  contractors 
*'  are  fairly  entitled  to  this  sum,  and  tnat  better  terms  would  not  have  been  obtained  if  the  matter  had

An  agreement  cannot  be  ex|)ected 
between  the  results  of  the  stock  valuation 
on  the  one  hand  and  the  year  s  money 
transactions  on  the  other,  as  th^re  are 
several  factors  which  have  a  disturbing 
eflect  on  such  a  comparison  and  render  it 
of  little  value,  e.q. 

It  is  impossible  to  say  definitely  that 
1,473/.  represents  the  whole  of  the  deple- 
tion of  stores  in  respect  of  the  transactions 
for  Loan  Works,  as  tools  and  plant  are 
also  involved. 

It  may  l)e  that  stores  are  paid  for  in 
England  towards  the  end  of  Alarch  and 
their  value  charged  to  Sub-Head  S.,  while 
they  may  not  reach  their  destination  at  a 
foreign  station  until  the  following  finan- 
cial year.  They  therefore  apiiear  in  the 
*' year's  money  transactions  but  not  in 
the  "  stock  valuation,"  as  they  were  not 
on  ledger  charge  on  31st  March.  Stores 
may  also  be  delivered  in  March  and  not 
])aid  for  until  Ajiril. 

The  valuation  of  stores  on  the  last  rate 
I>aid  renders  it  impossible  to  take  this 
as  a  gau^e  for  determining  the  actual 
variation  in  the  quantity  of  stock  in  hand. 
The  repletion  during  the  year  may  be 
considerable,  yet  a  valuation  on  falling 
prices  may  result  in  so  small  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year's  figures  as  to  lead  to 
the  erroneous  inference  that  the  repletion 
ha.s  lieen  correspondingly  small.

The  results  of  the  surveys  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 

It  was  noticed,  however,  that  the  Stocktaking  Reports  emanating  from  the  Department

'not' bear  evidence  of  clearance  by  him  or  with  his  authority ;  and  I  have  recently  asked 

for  information  as  to  the  absence  of  this  conclusive  part  ot  the  record,  which  seems  to  be 

required.

The  value  of  the  Stocks  of  Naval  Stores,  Coals,  and  Dockyard-made  Machinery  mi 
Naval  stores  in  the  31st  March  1899  was  3,071,190/.  as  compared  with  2,927,460/.  brought  fonvarcl  on 
189^-99.  jgj^  ^pj^   jgyg       Ihere  is   thus   a   net    increase   of   143,724/.   in    the  year   189«-99, 

representing  increases  of  143,425/.  imder  Naval  Stores  and  of  299/.  imder  Dockyard- 
made  Machinery. 

It  w^as  estimated  that  Stock  would  be  depleted  in  1898-99  to  the  extent  of  100.000/. 
(see  Navy  Estimates,  1898-99,  page  251),  and  the  contrary  result  is  accounted  for— as 
set  out  in  the  Second  Statement  on  page  626  of  the  Appropriation  Account— bv 
*  Additional  Purchases  "  and  less  "  Withdrawals  from  Stock  "  than  were  estimated.

The  sum  shown  under  (a)  is  much  larger  this  year  than  last,  when  the  amount  stood 
at  3,906/. ;  and  the  principal  items  contributing  to  the  increase  would  appear  to  be 
"  Coals  "  (Steam  Vessels)  and  "  Electric  Stores,"  the  totals  of  depreciation  for  w^hich  have 
been  considerably  higher  in  1898-99.

4.  Reference  was  made  in  paragraph  11  of  the  Fourth  Report  of  the  Public  Accounts  Arrears  of  Uu,- 
Committee,  1899,  to  the  arrears  of  unpassed  Ships'  Accounts  and  to  the  desirability  of  passed  »ShW  s^tore 
clearing  away  the  then  existing  encumbrance  of  arrears.     I  am  able  to  state  that  this  ^ti^f^for^"^ 
matter  has  assumed  a  much  more  fevoiu*able  aspect  since  the  date  of  that  Report.  cfear^in  1^-99. 

In  November  last  I  was  informed  by  the  iJirector  of  Stores  that  the  whole  of  the 
Naval  Store  Accounts  received  in  Office  for  periods  ending  on  or  before  31st  March  1899 
had  been  examined  and  were  available  for  audit.  It  appeared,  however,  that  in  350  cases 
(relating  to  the  jgslt  ended  31st  March  1899)  corresponaence  as  to  differences  discovered 
in  examination  m  Office  was  at  that  time  still  in  progress,  so  that  the  Accounts  coujd  not 
be  finally  "passed "  by  the  Admiralty ;  and  it  was  expected  that  there  must  always  be  a 
remanet  of  accounts  thus  in  suspense.  In  January  1900  the  number  in  suspense 
relating  to  the  year  1898-99  had  been  reduced  to  150. 

The  number  of  Accounts  in  Office  awaiting  examination  in  November  last  was  801,      '  .     , 

against  1,987  on  the  previous  1st  January,  the  first  figure  being  swelled  by  the  large 
number  of  accounts  of  ships  employed  on  manoeuvres,  which  had  only  been  recentty 
received.  ► 

So  far  as  the  period  ending  31st  March  1899  is  concerned,  my  Department  has  now     • 
been  furnished  with  the  examined  accounts  of  all  but  about  five  Ships,  and  the  encum- 
brance of  arrear  is  practically  cleared  for  the  year  under  review,  the  bulk  of  the  801 
accounts  above  referred  to  being  current  Accounts  of  the  year  1899-1900. 

Detailed  Test  of  Store  Records  at  Home  Dockyards. 

5.  In  the  test  examination  of  the  local  accounts  at  Chatham  Dockyard  two  cases  came  in-egular  iBbuea  of 
under  notice,  where  issues  of  stores  were  made  to  ships  in  course  of  construction  largely  Stores  in  exce»8  of 
and  unnecessarily  in  excess  of  possible  requirements.  ref^uitemente. 

(1.)  In  the  first  case,  12,720  Copper  Sheets  for  Sheathing,  of  a  value  of  3,021^.,  anti 
33,600  lbs.  of  Nails  for  Sheathing,  of  a  value  of  980i.,  were  transferred  to  Deposit  Store 
for  use,  in  equal  shares,  in  the  building  of  H.M.S.  ''  Argonaut,"  "  Ariadne,"  and  "  Amphir- 
trite  " ;  but  the  total  quantities  actuafly  used  were  only  7,590  Sheets,  and  20,720  lbs.  of 
Nails  respectively. 

As  the  number  of  Sheets  and  Nails  required  for  a  known  area  can  be  opproximatcly 
estimated,  I  invited  an  explanation  from  the  Admiralty  of  the  apparent  excess  issues  in 
bulk,  and  I  have  recently  oeen  informed  that  there  had  been  a  misapprehension  of  the 
area  of  surface  to  be  covered. 

The  unused  surplus  has  been  re-transferred  to  Stock,  1898-99,  and  the  local  officers* 
have  been  notified  by  the  Admiralty  that  the  transactions  involved  irregularities  which 
should  be  avoided  in  future. 

Attention  may  here  be  drawn  to  the  last  part  of  paragraph  4  of  my  Report  upon  Navy 
Store  Accounts,  1897-98  (page  237,  Navy  Appropriation  Account,  1897-98) ;  and  it  may 
be  remarked  that  in  the  instance  now  brougnt  under  notice  the  issue  in  bulk  to  "  Deposit " 
obscured  the  transaction,  and  that  it  was  only  a  careful  review  of  the  Deposit  Ledgers 
in  the  course  ol  the  examination  of  the  local  accounts  which  brought  the  excess  issue 
to  my  notice. 

It  would  seem  probable  that  if  the  Sheathing  had  been  drawn  in  smaller  quantities  .. 

(as  required)  from  the  Storekeeper,  the  large  over-issue  to  these  ships  would  have  been  ■        > 

avoided. 

A  copy  of  the  query  and  answer  relating  to  this  subject  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

(2.)  In  the  second  case,  Steel  Angle  Bars  of  a  value  of  l,327i.  were  issued  as  for  the 
building  of  H.M.S.  "  Venerable,"  which  were  known  at  the  time  not  to  be  required  for  that 
ship  (the  hull  of  which  was  approaching  completion),  but  for  a  new  ship  to  be  subse- 
quently built,  the  expenditure  for  the  materials  of  which  was  not  provided  for  until  the 
year  1899-  1900. 

If  it  had  not  been  for  the  voluntary  correction  of  this  irregular  issue  by  the  Admiralty, 
the  case  might  not  have  been  noticed  by  my  officers,  seeing  that  they  must  ordinarily 
accept  without  question  the  allocation  of  materials  upon  the  authoritative  demands  of 
the  responsible  Dockyard  Officers.  With  a  view  to  strengthening  the  position  of  audit,. 
I  have  therefore  asked  to  be  informed  of  any  Admiralty  instructions  which  may  have 
been  issued  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  an  irregularity  in  future.

Questions  of  only  minor  importance  have  arisen  in  regard  to  them. 
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The  Naval  Store  Accounts  of  Gibraltar  and  Hong  Kong  Dockyards  have  also  been 
subjected  to  test  examination  by  local  representatives  of  my  Department,  with  the  result, 
in  the  case  of  Hong  Kong,  that  the  attention  of  the  Admiraitv  has  been  drawn  to 
irregularity  in  the  manner  of  posting  the  store  ledgers,  and  to  carelessness  in  the  carrying 
out  of  stock  valuation.  It  is  understood  that  the  staff  of  writers  at  Hong  Kong  consists 
of  Portuguese  and  Indians,  who  require  much  supervision ;  and  at  a  time  of  pressure  it 
was  difficult  to  maintain  this  fully.

This  loss  occurred  during  tne   coaling   of    13    ships   of  the    Channel  Squadron   at  Portland  not  fully 
Portland ;  and    the  re{)orts  of  the  various  ships  concerned,    which   were  furnished  in  **^^*^""^®'*  ^'"  • 
support  of  the  Write-on,  showed  that,  while  eight  of  them  erave  explanations  tending  to 
show  how  they  were  absolved  from  respouvsibility  for  losses,  five  merely  stated  that  tkey 
had  none  of  the  missing  sacks  or  shovels  on  board. 

In  view  of  the  inconclusive  nature  of  their  reports,  1  inquired  of  the  Admiralty 
whether  further  information  had  been  obtained  from  these  five  ships  disclosing  any 
special  circumstances  in  connection  with  their  share  in  the  coaling  operations  that  anected 
their  responsibility  or  indicated  the  line  of  precaution  to  be  taken  against  similar  losses 
in  future. 

In  reply  I  have  been  informed  that  the  Admiralty  consider  it  doubtful  whether 
additionaf  information  can  now  be  obtained,  but  that  mrther  inquiries  are  being  made. 
Meantime,  directions  have  been  issued  for  greater  precautions  to  be  taken  in  future  to 
avoid  losses  as  far  as  pmcticable,  and  the  attention  of  Commanding  OflScers  is  to  be  at 
once  called  to  such  losses  as  thev  occur,  in  order  that  the  circumstances  may  be  forthwith 
investigated,  and  the  Admiralty  informed  of  any  important  losses  that  cannot  be 
satisfEictorily  cleared  up  locally.

I  AM  direited  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  (^neral  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  in  the  local  examination  of  the  Exjiense  Accounts  at  Chatham 
Dockyard  relating  to  the  year  1898-99,  it  has  been  noticed  that  a  considerable  simi  (1,327/.)  has  been 
abated  from  the  charge  against  H.^LS.  '*  Venerable,^  and  credited  to  the  Stock  Valuaticm  Account  in 
respect  of  Steel  Angles  **  which  had  licen  demanded  in  error." 

It  would  appear  I r<>m  the  d«x^uments  supporting  this  transfer  that  the  necessity  fcM*  it  arose  under 
exceptional  circumstances.  When  the  builaing  of  the  Hull  of  the  "  Venerable  "  was  approaching  com- 
pletioD,  the  Chief  Constructor  at  Chatham  demanded  a  laige  quantitvof  Angle  Bars  as  if  for  the  ^lecial 
use  of  the  "  Venerable."  and  had  them  temporarily  charged  to  that  ship,  pending  the  recei^it  of  par- 
ticulars of  the  design  of  the  new  ship  to  be  built  after  the  launch  of  the  ^  Venerable,"  althoogli  no 
provision  was  made  in  1898-99  for  ex]ienditure  on  the  new  ship.  This  procedure  on  the  part  of  the 
Chief  (Constructor  appears  to  have  been  altogether  irregular,  but  it  could  not  have  been  di^vered  in 
the  examination  of  the  Expense  Accounts  by  the  Officers  of  this  De|iartment  except  for  the  voluntair 
correction  of  Accounts  involved  in  the  present  transfer. 

Tlie  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  would  therefore  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  any  instiuctioiis 
which  have  oeen  is>ued  by  their  Lonlships  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  irr^olarities  in  futme.

March  1899,  the  original  value  of  which  was  about  97/.  It  is  noticed  that  the  repoits  of  the  various 
shins  concerned  in  this  coaling,  which  support  the  Write-off,  vary  in  the  amount  of  information  given. 

l^ive  ships  merely  state  that  none  of  the  missing  articles  are  on  board,  while  the  re.st  give  explana- 
tions tending  to  show  how  they  are  respectively  absolved  from  responsibility  for  losses  (Bee  synoptical 
statement  enclosed). 

It  would  thus  seem  that  the  responsibility  attaches  to  five  shijw  only  ("  Majestic,"  "  Magnificent," 
**  Hannibal,"  **  Prince  George/'  and  "  Repulse  \  and  1  am  to  incjuire  whether  further  information  has 
been  obtained  from  them,  disclosing  any  soecial  circumstances  in  connection  with  their  ^hare  in  the 
eoaling  operations,  that  affect  their  responsibility  or  indicate  the  line  of  precaution  to  l)e  taken  against 
limilar  heavy  losses  in  future.

±  The  coaling  operations  were  conducted  at  night  with  rapi<litv,  and  in  such  cases  some  losses  are 
to  be  anticipated. 

3.  My  Lords  have,  however,  given  directions  that  greater  jirecautions  are  to  be  taken  in  future  to 
avoid  such  losses  as  far  as  may  be  practicable. 

4.  In  regard  to  the  line  of  precautions,  I  am  to  add  that  in  addition  to  the  instructions  referred  to  in 
paragranh  3,  directions  will  be  issued  that  the  attention  of  Commanding  Officers  is  to  l>e  at  once  called 
to  such  losses  in  order  that  the  circumstances  may  be  at  once  investigated  and  the  Admiralty  informed 
of  any  important  loases  that  cannot  be  satisfactorily  cleared  up  locally.
